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PREFACE. 
I. T is now about Twenty Four Tears ſince this 

Book, firſt came abroad into the World : What 

a kind Reception it bas met withal, the vaſt 

Numbers which have been vended of it, may

Underſtanding, For Man being 
conſtituted of Matter and Form, 
as all other natural Bodies ; 
and all its Parts being the Matter; 
it follows that the Soul muſt be 
the Form: And as all Attions 
have a reliance upon this Form, 
fo the Soul being the Cauſe and 
Principle- of the Aﬀtions cf a 
living .Body, it neceſſarily fol- 
lows, that the Soul muſt be the 
Forin. Hence, in the Abſence 
of the Soul, Attion ceaſes. And 
thus we come to the Knowicdge 
of tic Soul by its Adtions only, 
becauſe immaterial Sulitances 
are underſtood only by their 
Ettetts; - * 
il, The Soul Exerciſes all its 


Actions through certain Medt- 


ums, which are the immediate 
and proximate retafners to its 
Eflence, and moſt nearly de- 
pead upon it ; which Mediums, 
Proprieties or Virtues we call 
Faculties, and are the ſame of 
which we here treat. 

II. 4 Faculty them is a proper 
and inſeparable accident of the 
Soul, which 1s inflruwnental to it 
in perforining certain Fundions of 
the Body : that is, it is an Acct- 
dent bclonging to the ſecond 
Species of 2a!zty, ard is ſubjett | 
to the Soul 12 which it inheres. 

IV. A Fun; is the operatinn 
of th: Faculty, or an aFrve motion 
or effet th:reof in the Body, or in 
ſome part thereof; And as the 
Facultizs wait upon the Form, 
or the Soul, ſo the Funitins 
attend on the Faculrics, ta order

Athena re- 
lates, That the Dict of the Pytha- 
greans was Bread and Hoey. Ga-

Says Antinchizs, a Phyfician lived 
to be above 80 Years old with 
Bread and Honey; and that Tele- 
phe a Grammariaa, by eating 
tor his Breaktatt every Morning 
Kaw Honey, with Rice boyled in 


Water, lived to be above One 
hundred Years old. Atheneus 
ſaith, that the Cyrnians who in- 
habited Corſica were long lived, 
becauſe they fed much upon 
Honey, of which there was plen- 
ty in that place. 

LXXXL Itisſaid ofour Lord 
and Saviour Jeſus Chriſt, 1/a. 
7.15. He ſhall eat Butter and 
Honey, that he may know to chuſe 
the good, and refuſe the eu. 
For Honey generates good Hu- 
mours, A out of good Hu- 
mours are generated good Spi- 
rits, from whence proceed the 
Faculties and Ations of the 
Brain, or animal Parts and Bo- 
dy ; ſo that it follows, that by 
the uſe therect, there is an aug- 
mentation of Apprehenfion, 
diſceraing and underſtanding, 
by the Exerciſe of which 1s 
brought torth perfett Know- 
ledge.

That 1s ac- 
counted beſt, which is without 
any taſte or ſmell, which 1s clear, 
limpid, thin and ſmooth, with- 
out any muddineſs or Atoins 
ſwimming in it; for ſuch Water 
ſooneſt runs through all the 
Veſlels, and is preſently diſtri- 
butcd through the whole Bo- 


I, There AYe Vai 14 s Sorts of 


Water, of varimus Taſtes and 
Subjtances, but that which is 
Clear aid of a ſweet or milk like 
taſte is beſt, moſt wholeſom 
and fitteſt to be uſted as ordi- 
nary Drink. The other Waters 
which proceed from Iron, Vi- 
triohck or Alum Mines, are or.- 
ly of Medicinat uſe. 


or Spring Water 1s moſt eſtcem- 
ed, provided it be clear, and 
have the above-named Qualitics,

were tius freely drank with 
us: Aad this Eifct of French 


Wines is apparent, for that in 
France where they are their 
chief drink, they have above an 
hundred troubled with Gout or 
Stone, to one that we have af- 
flied with thoſe Diſeaſes a- 
mongſt us, even at this day. 

XVI. Port Wine, commonly 
called Port o Port, if pure and 
fine, is full of Spirit, and an 
excellent ſort of Stomach 
Wine ; but not to be drank in 
any Quantity without allay. 

X VII. Rheniſh Wine 15 an Cx- 
ccllent Stomatick, inciding, at- 
tenuating, opening, and admi1- 
rably diurctick, cleanſing the 
Reins, Ureters and Bladder, af- 
ter a ſingular manner : It pro- 
vokes Appetite , helps Dtge- 
ſtion, aud is a good Antiſcor-

XVIII. Spaniſh Wine is either 
Alicant, Canary or Malaga ;, of 
which Aicant 1s one of the moſt 
delicious Wines in the World, 
being not ſo harſh as any of the 
French Wines, but of a much 
ſtronger Body nor ſo ſweet as 
Canary, but in a mean between 
both, grateful to. the Palat, a 
little aitringent and reſtorative 
ia Conſumptions : It breeds 
much Flcſh, and makes the 
Drinker of it Fat.

Cities, Dunghills, Slaughter-

ceeding from Vaults of dead 
Carcaſles, or Seaſon of the 
Year. ; 

IH. Human Bodies arc affe- 
Ged with the Air two, ways, 
I. By Inbreathing, as it is drawn 
in by the Lungs. 2. By Encom- 
paſſing the Body, as it infinuates 
it ſelf 1nto the Pores thereof. 
Ey both which ways it has a 
very .great power to alter and 
affe& our Bodies, communica- 
ting its Qualitics to the Spirits, 


and by the Spirits to every Part.

IV. This Air, if wholeſom, 
induces and preſerves Strength 
and Health ; but 1f the contra- 
ry, it unravels the Conſtitution, 
and introduces Diſeaſes. This 
is according to the Opinion of 
Galen, and 1t is true : Columella 
de re Ruſtica, lib. 1, cap. 3» ad- 
viſes, that in b:11ing of Land, firſt 
to look to the wholeſomneſs of its 
Air. 

V, A Temperate Air therefore

II. Paſms and Aﬀe ions 
thcrefore, which are Vehement, 
are to be avoided 3 and for the 
more certain Preſervation of the 
natural Oeconomy, a Tranqui- 
lity of Mind ought ever to be 
ſought, which 1s beſt effedted 
by ſeli-denial and waittng upon 
God, being always pleaſed with 
his Dealings towards the Sons of 
Men. 

HEL 7oy, if moderate, is/pure- 
ly healthful, for thereby Heat, 
Spirits and Blood, are diffuſed 
through the whole Body ; the 
Vigour of the Faculties are cx- 
cited, and the Colour made 
lively : Whereas on the contra- | 
ry, if it be immoderate, it diſ-| 
ſipates the Spirits, diflolves the 
vital Powers, aad enervates the 
Strength, whence many tuyes|

IV. Sorrow or Sadneſs, de-

But on the contrary that Nature 
may go by the worſe : For theſe 
latter die ſooner than the for- 
mer. 

For in fat People the Veins are 
narrow and flraight having but lit- 
rl? Blo1d and Spirits, ſo that Age 
or other Inconventencies occurring, 
the natural Heat is ſoon extingui- 
ſhed 5 and contrarily lean People, 
more abounding in Blond and Spi- 
rits, more eaſily overcome : Tet 
obſerve that leanneſs is ſomeſt hurt, 
by external Cauſes, fatneſs by in- 
ternal. 

VII. YOUTH hath more 
ſtrength and natural heat than 
OLD-AGE; and fo ſickneſs 
is longer in Old People than in 
Young. 

And the reaſon is, becauſe they 
more abound with cold Humours, 
have a weaker Digeſtion, and decay 
of natural Heat. 

VIII. Diſeaſes in the Spring, 
are leſs dangerous than Diſeaſes 
in the Harveſt ( which prave 
more often deadly : ) The Sum- 
mer ſhortens Sickneſs 3 but the 
Winter ptolongs it.

X. According to the Greatneſs 
of the Cauſe, is the Greatneſs of 
the Diſzaſe: Hence a violent 
Cauſe againſt Nature, ſhews a 
great and dangerous, or mortal 
Sickneſs. : 

XI. Choley cauſes ſhort and a- 
cute Diſeaſes : Melancholy cau- 
ſes long Diſeaſes, by reaſon of its 
coldnets, drineſs and thicknels : 
Flegm ſhews mean Diſcaſes be- 
tween Choler and Melancholy. 

XII. Tye Kind of th? Diſeaſe, 
is conſidered as it hath reſem- 
blance with the Nature, Conſti- 
tution, Age and Sex, for here it 
is leſs dangerous, in regard it 
coheres with the Temper and 
Complexion of the Sick : But 
that is more dangerous which 
hath no affinity with the afore- 
ſaid Notions, becauſe it proceeds 
of a much greater and ſtronger 
Cauſe. ;

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V. As the Urine ſhews the Con- 
ſtitution of the L7ver and Vers, 
by whoſe Adminiſtration the 
whole body is governed ; fo the 
Pulſe ſhews the Conſtitution of 
the Heart and Arteries, chietly 
the Strength of the whole Body, 
and more plainly that of the 
Heart, , 

VI. The differences of Pulſes, as 
former Phyſicians have delivered 
them are manifold ; but as they 
are moſt of them undjſtinguiſha- 
ble, ſo are they. unobſervable 
and uſeleſs, and rather ſavor of 
vain Curioſity, and idic Subtil- 
ty ; than of any true Pritfciples 
of Art. 

VII. The moſt prudent Phy- 
ficians only obſerve three kinds 
of Pulſes ; which becauſe of titir 
Reaſon, and perſpicuous Ditffe> 
rences, we arc willing to follow z 
and they are, 1.

IX, The Unequal Pulſe ſhews 
either Obſtruftions and Com- 
preſſions of the Vellels, or a- 
bundance of Kumours. 

X. The Swift Pulſe ſhews the 
ſtrength of the Faculty, or na- 
tive Heat as yet, orthat it 1s 
not much weakned ; but that 
the Faculties of the Body, and 

the Animal and Vital Powers are 
laborious and intent to expel 
their Enemies. 

XI. The $/1w Pulſe argues the 
contrary, and gives a great fear, 
that the Diſcaſe cither has or 


{will overcome Nature ; for it 
ſhews a kind of Diſpair or weak- 
neſs and faintneſs of the Vital 
Spirits.

Cenquelt over the Diſcaſe. 

XV. Or unequal and ſwift : 
This ſhews a preſent Conteſt, 
and it may be dubious which will

X VI. Or, equal and ſbw : It 

ews that Nature has contend- 
ed with the Difcale, and has 
with great labour and much ada

XVII. Or, unequal and ſlow : 


'This ſhews a doubt in Vidtory, 


and gives Fears that Nature muſt 
ſuffer a conquelt or be over- 
come. 

XVIII. Or, equal and ſtrong : 
This ſhews that Nature has late- 
ly had a Conteſt with the Dif- 
caſe, and has overcome; for its 
equality ſhews the abſence of 
the Enemy. 

XIX, Or, wnequal and ſtrong : 
It preſages good, and even in 
the moſt acute Diſeaſe, that Na- 


ture will be Viftrix. 
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XX. Or, equal and weak : It 
ſhews faintneſs and weakneſs , 
and that a Crifis ( for the moſt 
part good ) has lately gone be- 
fore. 

XXI, Or, unequal and weth : 
Titis ſhews Nature almoſt at her 
laſt gaſp, and bids the fick pro- 
vide for another World. 

XXII, Or, ſwift and ſtrong : 
This ſhews an abſolute Conqueſt 
by Nature, and ſhews that health 
comes upon wings. 

X X11. Or, ſwift and weab : 
This ſhews Nature to be weak, 
and that ſhe has tired her ſelf in 
contending with her Adverlary z 
but 'tis a hopeful Pulſe.

To? healthful Pulſe is 
that which 1s neither unequal, 
nor ſwift, nor ſlow, nor ſtrong, 
nor weak, but under all confide- 
rations in an equal Capacity. 

XXXII. In Men the Pulſe 
beats ſtronger (as it ought to do) 
than in Women : And in Chil- 
dren ſwifter than in elder People, 
becauſe of the abundance of 
their heat. 

XXXI1II. Toe Pulſe of a young 
Man is the ſtrongeſt ; becauſe the 
Faculties in him are ſtrong z of 
an old Man it is weakeſt, and of a 
Boy in a mean proportion : From 
hence you may judge what Na- 
tural Paiſe every fick Body 
ought to have. 

XXXIV. Moreover moderate 
Exerciſe ſtrengthens the Pulſes 3 
Idlenzſs makes them weak : Im- 
moderate Exerciſe weak, but 
uick, 

XXXV. The unequal Pulſe, 
ſhews the Arteries to be burthen- 
ed with many ill and noxious 
Humors : The ſlow Pulſe, the want 
of natural Heat : And the weak 
Pulſe, the diſſipation of the Vi- 
tal and Animal Spirits. 

XXXVI. This being under- 
ſtood, from any mixture of the 
three principal kinds of Pulles, 
you may be able to deliver natu- 
ral and true Progaofticis.

1. Of Urinein General. 


I. HE Urime comes from 

the whole Body, and 
ſignifies generally ; it is the Se- 
rum or Vehiculnm of the Blood, 
ſ. y_—_ from it by the Action 
of the Kidnies ; mix'd with the 
Blood that it might waſh it, 
being thick aid full of Fibres, 
and fo carries it through the 
ſmalleſt Veins, into the Ex- 
tream Parts. 

IT. It is made of Drink or 0- 
ther Liquor with which the Food 
1s moiſtned, without which the 
Body would receive very little 
Nouriſhment from its Meat, for 
from its mixtion with th& Meat 
in the Stomach, by ConcoCtion, 
there is made one even Subſtance 


called Chyle, 


II. This Chzle is ſuck'd up 
by the Meſeraich Veins which 
cary the profitable parts there- 


of to the Liver ; then being con- 
verted into Blood, its parts are 
ſeparated, the Cholerick part to 
the Gall ; the Melancholick part 
to the Spleen; the Sera part or 
Urine ( the proper Excrement 
of the Liver, as the Ordure is of 
the Stomach and Guts ) being 
ſuperfluous and unprofitable, 15 
drawn out of the Gibbous Parts 
of the Liver, by the Emulgent 
Veins, and Aﬀion of the Kid- 
neys z but not all, for ſome re- 
mains with the Blood, through 
the whole Body, which when it 
has erfeemad its duty in carry- 
ing the Blood, is partly exhauſted 
in Sweat, and partly ſent by the 
ſame way it went to the Reins 
and Bladder.

IV. The Comjoined Cauſe is the 
Secd or Root of the Diſeaſe, 
which being contrary to Nature, 
diſturbs her 1n her Courſe, and 
excites a Ferment in the Hu- 
mours. cauſing . them to ſwell, 
and as it were boil over. 

V. So that the Myrbifich Mat- 
ter being thus acttated, Nature in 
a cillical Conturbation, mabes a 
Separation of the Laud1ble Mat- 
tzr, and by reiterated Perturba- 
trons, is excited t9 Expulſimn : 
And though thoſe Humours be 
concoQted, yet they are not 
wholly* reduced to a ſoftneſs, 
ſweetneſs and gentleneſs; but 
retaining an Acrimony with 


, ſome malign Quality, they cauſe 
her to eaſe her ſelf by Ablcels 
or Excretion. 

VI. The Canſe of the Evncua- 
tim 1s the Expulſrue Faculty, 

which being excited to Att hy 
the Quantity or Quality of the

tical. Expultion thereof : The 

' Expulirve Faculty performs its 
Duty by the help of Spirits, 
| native Heat and Fibres implant- 
cd in every Part. 

ViI. The natural Cauſe why the 
' Crifis; or crirical Evacuation , 

happens in the Quaternary and 
Septenary days, rather than at 
| other times, 1s from the Prepa- 

' ration, Motion and Diſpotition 
of -Humours 3; or the Nature 
of the fick Body, which in ſuch 
a length of Time is able to fit 
the Matter for Excretion, and 
not 1n leſs. 

VIIT. Yet the Motion and Diſpo- 
tim of the Humours may cauſe

| cative days ; For the Humours 


being fooner or later Concott- 
ed, and meeting with'a more 
or leſs vehement Fermentation, 
looner or later excite Nature ; as 
alſo on the day of the Exacerba- 
tions of Fevers, in which a Cr7/rs 
moſt ufually happens. Acute Diſ-

Xf. But if the Morbifich Mat- 
ter is unprepared and nt diipnſed

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cnfirmed by ſecure Signs, end the 
fourth day or ſooner : Toe moſt 
Maliznant, and ſuch as are atten- 
ded by dreadful Symproms, till 
the fourth day or ſooner. 

VI. But Criſes happening on the 
fourth day, are very rare 5, for they 
more uſually fall out on #he third 
or fifth, becauſe { as Authors 
ſay) the Exacerbations of acute 
Diſeaſes are moſtly cauſed on 
cdd days. GE 

VII. The elzventh Day ts the 
ſecmd of the Indicatives, vehich 
y2t does not ſo perfedtly Indicate the 
fourteenth day, as the fourth a'ves

The Fourteenth Day, or 
Serond Crifis, is that in which 
(by reaſan thz Matter is not well 
Concofted ) we give Judgment on 
Acute Diſeaſes : If therefore a 
haſty Cri/is happens before the 
four teenth Day, it is not ſaid 
to be periedt, but is cauſed by the 
Irritation 
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Irritation of Nature, or the 
Quantity, or the Quality of the 
Peccant Matter. 

XIV. By this Criſis acute D;/- 
eaſes are determined, according 
to Hippocrates, Sett. 2. Aph. 23- 
Acute Diſeaſes are determined. im 
Fourteen Days, Alſo in Crack : 
In Fourteen Days give Judg'nznt 
of Burning Fevers, promuncing el- 
ther Health or Death. But fome- 
times acute Diſeaſes ſtretch to 
the Third Criſes. 

XV. The Twentieth or One and 
Twentieth Day, is the Third Critts : 
The twentieth is the ſeventh 
from the fourteenth, it being 
included, as Hippocrates infers : 
And yet Se. 4. Aph. 36. he 
accounts the 21ſt. Day as one 
of the Critical Days; for, ſaith 

he, Sweating is gond for ſuch 6s 
are ſich of Fevers, which are 
Evaprated on the third, fifth, 
ſeventh, ninth, eleventh, fourteenth, 
ſeventeenth, and one and twentieth, 
Days. 

XVI. To reſolve this Difficulty, 
'tis clear, that the Third Cri/1s 
contingent, daes frequently take 
up part of the twenticth, and 
part of the one and twentieth 
Days ; but Phyſicians commonly 
call that the Critical Day in 
which the Criſes firſt begins, ra- 
ther than that in which it ends. 

XVII. . And the return of the 
Moon to her place, at the Decum- 
birure, which #s commorly on the 
27th, or 28th.

Toe other Days which are 
netther Intercidental, Indicative 
mr Critical, ave called Vacai't or 
Medicinal, becauſe they neither 
diſcover, nor judge, nor pro- 
voke; and if by chance a Ciiſis 
ſhould happen in them, it is 
generally bad. 

XXI. Toey are called Med!- 
cinal, becauſed in them all Kinds 
of Phyſich, even Purgatives and 
Emetichs, may ſafely be admi- 
niſtred (which cannot be in the 
Critical Days, becauſe then you 
would diſturb Nature, and 1ru- 
ſtrate the end of the Crifis ) as 
Hipprates de Morb. lib. 4. faith. 
Tf in a continual Fever, a Cathar- 
tick be uſed on the even or Medi- 
cinal Days it works wery well; 
but if on the odd, or Critical Days, 
it wirkbs ill, and many have there- 
on died.

CXXI. As they reſpe the wery 
Joint it ſelf, and theſe are pro- 
perly Arthritths, viz.

fies, Atrophies, Wounds of the 
Joints and Nerves, 5c. as Oil 
of Amber, Turpentine, Tin&ture 
of Caſtor, gc. and other things 
which are proper Neuroticks. 
2. Things having a friendly fixt 
Sulphur, which can aſſwage all 
Salt, Acrimomous and Acid Hu- 
mours ; of which kind are Cinna- 
barines, which comfort the ner- 
vous Parts, eſpecially the Joints, 
and that more certainly if join'd 
with Opiates. 3. Volatile Salts, 


joined with an Oily Sulphur, gmd © 


in Tremblings, Pains and Anxie- 
tizs, 
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tles, chiefly the Gout, and indeed 
in all Joint Diſeaſes, and they 
benefit alſo by outward. Applica- 
tim; as Aqua Magnammitatts , 
Spirits of Hartſhora and of Sal- 
Armoniack ; Earthworms (which 
have a volatile Salt mixt with a 
Paragorick Mucilage ) are eX- 
cellent, and delight the nervous 
Parts, whether bruiſed and Ex- 
ternally applied, or taken In- 
wardly in Potions or in Pouder, 
being found to be Specificxs 
in Rheuraatiſms and wandring 
Gouts. 

CXXII. As they reſpedt the 
Pain, cauſed by the Tenſion and 
Vellication of the Membranes, and 
theſe are, 1. Internals, as Cinna- 
barines, Opiates, Anadyns,Emul- 
ſions, and laſtly, Cleanſers of the 
Bowels, (9c. 2. Externals, which 
are chiefly, Firſt, Paragoricks, or 
Eaſers of Pain, as Fomentations 
of Milk, fine Flower and Saftron, 
Cataplaſms of the ſame z Fo- 
mentations with S. V. if from 
a cold Cauſe z Cataplaſms and 
Emplaſters of Opium and Cam- 
phir, &'c. Secondly , Newro- 
ticks, Spiritunus , Urinous and 
Sulphurous, as Camphirated S.V. 
Spirits of Earthworms and Ants, 
of Hartſhorn and Sal Armoniack, 
Powers of Turpcntine, of Am- 
ber, of Roſemary, of Sage, of 
Lavender, and of Orange and 
Limon Peels, Diſtilled Oil of 
Soap, Ge. which poſſibly may 
be the beſt Topicks in this 
Caſe, 

CXXTIII. Thus Arthritichs are 
bath Internal s and Externals : As 
to the Exhibition of Jnternals , 
Evackaters are to be uſed, but 
etther before or after the Extre+ 


mity of the Paroxyſm +, for in the 
Paroxyſm, they rather exaſperate, 
by putting Nature into a farther 
Rage : and then only Quieters , 
Alleviaters, and Sweetners of the 
Humour are to be uſed ; as Cin- 
nabarines, Opiates, and, ſome 
proper Dtureticks, which may 
gently divert the Matter ; al- 
lo Cinnabarines, . Germander, 
Ground Pine, &c. may be uſed 
Dictetically, that the Tone of 
the Joints may be preſerved ; 
for things too hot and dry, 
which canſume the Serum, are 
not-to be uſed; for that is in 
ſome Meaſure to be preſerved, 
as a Vehicle to curb the acid 
ſalt Humours, till they can be 
both takefi away together ; And 
in this Cure, the Fault of the 
whole Habit is to be reſpeed ; for 
you att in vain, if the ſaline Acri« 
mony of the whale be not taben 
away, as well as that y the Part ; 
and you muſt be ſure that the Sick 
offends not, with Venery and Wine, 
or taking Cold, all which ſtir up 
new Paroxyſms, and that with 
more Violence and Fury : The Ex« 
tremity being over, purge with 
Gum Guajac1 given Zt or 
Z i iſ. Our Pil. Panchymagoge, 
Family Pills, oc. 

CXXIV. As to Externals, Re« 
pellents are generally. bad, and 
improper Topichs many tim?s ex= 
aſperate bath the Pain and; the 
Diſeaſe, not taking away ths Pec- 
cant Matter, nor comforting the 
Aiche:rs, whereby greater Miſ« 
chizfs are cauſed; therefore the 
Temper of the Part is to b2 cons 
ſidered ;, in ſerous Ulcers of the 
Joints, un&tuous and fat Em-

LXXI. . 


Of the Fourth Qualities of Medicines. 


L CATHARTICKS, or 
Purgers. 


I. Ealthy Perſons ought not 

to tabe Purging Medi- 
cines ; for it is the Preſence 0 
Vitious Humours which requires 
Purgers, and they being wanting, 
the Body is hurt by an unnatural 
Irritation, and melting away of the 
Nutritious Juices; and there- 
fore it is evident, that Purgers 
take away the Cauſe of Diſ- 
eaſes, eſpecially if it be in the 
Humours, and carry it awa 
with them 3 but this is be 
done in the beginning of a Diſ- 
eaſe, before it gets into the 
Nerves or more ſolid Parts : and 
this is the reaſon that in a ſet- 
tled Diſtemper, Purging is not 
ſo profitable , becauſe thereby 
the Vital and Animal Powers 
are much weakened. 

IT. Every Purge may be ſaid 
to Purge all Humours, though one 
kind of Purge may not purge ſome 
Humors, ſo well as another would ; 
but in General, the Humour that 
moſt abounds, is moſt * Evacuated 


by them all : Yet ſome carry off 
the Serum more, ſome Choler, 
ſome Ordure, &c. Now ſuppo- 
ſing a Fuſion of the Humours, 
and an Irritation of Nature, Ex. 
cretion muſt neceffarily follow, 
more or leſs, as the Humours 
are diſpoſed to flow, and Na- 
ture feels the Irritation 3 which 
15 not limited, ſo that one only 
Humour ſhould be attrafted by 
one kind of Purger : But what- 
ſoever is in the way, whether 
in the Inteſtines, or the next 
Veſſels, is indifferently Evacu- 
ated. 

Il. Tet ſomewhat may be ſaid 
of the Chaiſe of Purgers, and a 
diftinftion may be made between 
Purgers of Choler, Flegm, Water 
and Melancholy : For it # eaſie 
to be pony 5 if we look Criti- 
cally, that ſome are more conve- 
nient than others, though it be al- 
lowed that all Humours are Eva- 
cuated by all kinds of Purgers : 
For Sena and Rhubarb, Scammyo- 
ny and Hellebore ( which ſeem 
to differ only in degrees) purge 
Choler as well as Melancholy, 
becauſe 
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becauſe Melancholy is ſcarcely 
ever without a mixture of Cho- 
ler: So alſo Agarich and Cam- 
bozta, Mechoacan and Fallap, Co- 
lacythis and Elaterium ( which 
ſeem to differ alſo in degrees ) 
Purge Flegm, and Evacuate 
Serum or Water alſo, for that it 
ſeems as if Flegm is ,only a 
Coagulated Serun. 

IV. By this it appears, that 
ſame operate more mildly, others 
more ſtrongly; ſome irritate more, 
ſome diſſplve and melt more ; ana 
ſome do both : But if the Hus 
niours be too much} Evacuated 
by Cholagogues or Flegia- 
pOguch, an Atrophy, Tabes or 

aralſmos may follow, efpeci- 
ally in Children, and in Elder 
People a Cachexia or Droptic, as 
we have oftentimes ſeen by 
teiterated Experiences. 

V; Now hoy Purgers Operate 
remains to be inqutred into: Galen 
lays, That Purgers have an Acr1- 
mony and H'a!, thmugh not always 
ſenſible and manifeſt 5 and yet we 
ſee many things which are wery 
Acrimmninat and. Holz wil nat 
Purge at ail : But doavtleſs they 
at by a piwer of irritating and 
diÞluving : Taz Irticaiion us from 
a juline Property, more or 1 js 
Volatile, joined with Sulphar \ 
that is, a ſaline Sulphureo44 Acrt- 
mm ; which rouching the Nerv» 
Tuucles, and Intejtinal Glandules, 
accelerate their Periftaltich M»- 
tim. And this Irritatio; and 
Diſlalving Property , procecds 
doubtleſs from an Acrimony , 
( 'tis no matter whether it bs 
appareat or latent 3) but ſacl, 
ad Acrimony as is ludg d iavltiy 
lu tails Tali. © a ficics, whit: 
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have a Power as all Silts have) 
of Diffolvuzg withal : And by 
this Acrimony the fſerous' aud 
bilious Humours are brought 
plentifuily into the Inteſtinal 
Glandules, and ſo into the Guts, 
as the Recrements and Filth of 
the Blood , where they mix 
with the Ordure and ra4xe it 
thin, and fo paſs off toge- 
ther. fl 

VI. If this Irritatim eomntinues, 
It will force away the very muc1u5 
w adhering Slime of the Guts ; 
afier which the Mouths of the 
Veſſels being made bare and open, 
the Bloxd will neceſſarily failhp : 
Now where ths ſaline Sulphurens 
Acrimony 4s « ahy ways o5tunded , 
the Cathartich Operates more 
weably, anif ſo proptionally ; 
whence comes the ditference of 
Purgers; making ſome mild, ſome 
itrorg, others 1tronger : In their 
uſe therefore you mult have re- 
tpe@ to the Strength and Cons 
ititution of the Body ;, for ſuch 
is are cafily provox'd to Purge 
by tliis Acrimony; muſt have 
the leiter Doſe, becauſe the Ner- 
vous Fibres and Membranes are 
more teader, or the Humours 
mare apt to Nuttuate, Tc. 

Vil: From what has been ſaid, 
it s manifeſt, that Purgers att 
not by a Contrariety in SuSſtance, 
and a Venenoſity, whzre Nature

And I think this is evident not 
only by the Snuſh takers of Our 
own Nation, who daily die of 
Apoplextes, but alſo by thoſe of

 efential or real good, but mani- 
feſtly a dangerous, and for the 
moſt part a mortal evil, why 
ſhould the uſe of it be cont!- 
nucd, or Men be ſo fond of 
their own hurt? Unleſs it be 
that the World ſhould take 
notice, they have Fool-hardinel; 
enough, with the danger of thcir 
Lives, to be Alamode the Fops 
of the Sneaking French Nation. 

XXXIX. And thwzh Ptars 
micks may ſmetimes be gond as 
gainſt Epilepſies and Vertigoes ; 
4 Cephalicks and Neuroticks , 
which are pleaſant and acceptable, 
and Corrobirate the Head and 
Nerves ;, of wiich bind are Pou« 
ders of Lilly-Convally, Caſtc- 
reum, Amber, Roſemary, Sage, 
{weet Marjoram, Savory, Time, 
tc. Yetin thole very Caſcs, 
ſtrong ar:d violent ones 3 as Eu- 
phorbwum, white Hellebor, G5c, 
are to be avoided, for they 
many times by their Violence 
induce the ſame Diſeaſes: Mild 
Sternutatories may be uſed, but 
Nature abhors Vielwans ca, if 
it be violently impelled from 
any thing within it ſelf, much 
more if tie Violence be offered 
by any thing that is Extrancous 
or Foreign to it. 

XL. But as Sternutatories ſti- 
mulate and excite the expulſive 
Faculty of the Head and Brain ; 
ſh being Medicinally uſed, they 
lizhten thoſe Parts, and (Uni- 
verſals being premiſed) are con= 
ventent when the Faculty is torpid, 
dull and heavy, as in Apoplexies, 
Lethare 
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Lethargics, and other ſleepy 
Diſeaſes z make the Humours 
tluxile, when they do” not paſs 
in ſufficient quantity, but are 
ſluggiſh, ſtop a Hiccough, faci- 
litate the Birth of Women in 
Travel, by a violent Compreſ- 
ſion of the Muſcles of the Belly, 
take away the Scrum which ſtays 
in the Fore-part of the Head, 
and Promontories of the Brain, 
diſcuſſing whatſoever ſticks in 
thoſe Parts 3 and are of more 
uſe in Flegmatick and moiſt 
which abound 
with much Serum, which they 
hinder from Coagulation ; than 
in Dry, Cholerick or Melancho- 
lick Habits of Body. 

XLI. Errhines work not as 
Sternutatories, but prerce farther, 
and diſÞhlve more, drawing away 
the thich Humnurs and Matter, 
as well as the thin, and both equally 
together ; and 1f they be ſtrong 
they work for a long time toge- 
ther, bringing forth a vaſt quan- 
tity of Excrements : They are 
made-either in the form of Pou- 
der, as thoſe of Dechers, made 
of Turperhum Minerale, Roſomary 
Flowers, ard Liquorice Pouder, 
which attra&t powerfully from all 
Parts of the Head and Brain, 
melting and Cifſolving the Hu- 
mours, and heating the whole 
Head, as if it was inflamed, by 
which ſometimes an Amauroſis, 
and Suffuſions have been abſo- 
lutely cured; and with which we 
have curcd Lethargies, and other 
tlcepy Diteaſcs, and in an cſpe- 
cial Manner Apoplcxics, which 
poſſibly do more 10 that Dilcaſe 
thin any other thing 1n the 


XLII. Or they are made int1 
maſs of Pills , which are formed 
long, and ſo big as tn fill the Ns. 
ftrils, in which they remain for 
about an hour, or hour and half, in 
which time they produce a great 
Flux of both thich and thin Hu- 
mours, and are much milder than 
thoſe of Deckers, but yet milder 
or ſtronger according to the Mats 
ter they are made of : Ex. gr. 
Be Confettio Hamed 7 ij. Scam- 
mony, Cambogta, ana. make all 
into a Maſs hard emuzh for Pills, 
which make into long Rouls to put 
up the Noſtrils : Theſe arc good 
in all the aforenamed Cafes, as 
alſo for Runnings, Ulcers, and 
Excreſcencics of the Noſtrils, as 
alſo for cleanſing, diſſipating 
and freeing the Patlages. 

XLIIT. But in Catarrhs, and 
great Defluxtons at Noſe, they had 
better be let aloe tid the Decli- 
nation of the Diſeaſe, than to be 
uſcd in the Beginning, whilſt all 
the Humours are as Crude and 
Unconcotted. Sce Our Doron

IV. SALIVATICKS and 
Maſticatories. 


XLIV. Though the Effe of both 
theſe binds of Medicines 1s one 
and the ſame, viz. Spitting, or 
Purging by the Mouth and Toroat, 
yet thy differ in their matter and 
manner of Effetting ; the firſt of 
them being done with Mercury 
through a bind of ſubliming of th? 
Fuices ;, the other betnz done with 
Gums and other things to b2 che 
ed, through chewing. Theſe Mc- 
dicines, whether . Mercurtals or

other, winch thus operate by 
Spitting, 
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Spitting, and draw Humours, 
whether with or . without Mz- 
ſtication, may deſerve a more 
general Name, to wit, that of 
Apophlezmatiſms, which com- 
prehends ail ſorts of Drawers of 
Flegm and moiſt Humours by 
the Mouth, whatſoever. 

XLV. How Mercury Effets 
the Work of Saltvating, Author's 
are hardly aereed in ; 'but the way 
of ail Apophilegmatiſms a&inz 
mn general is, that they render the 
Serum fluxile, and invite tt to the 
Excretory' Place, to wit, the 
Mouth, which in particular of 
Mercury they affirm to be done 
by the Sharp ſaline Parts, and 
Suldhureow volatile Parts, which 
are found in it , which being in- 
timately received and attuated 
by. the Heat, acquire. as it were 
a Vehicle in the Lympha and 
Serum, which they excite to 
Motion, liquifie and ſcparate ; 
that by its reſtleſneſs 1t may 
find a Paſſage out , which it 
meets with in the Mouth, where 
there are a Multitude of Glan- 
dules and large Pores, by which 
Mercury Purges and cauſcs Sali- | 
vation, whilit it retains 1ts vola- | 
tile and vaporous Nature : For 
by the heat of the Stomach, if 
wwardly given, or of the Ex- | 
ternal Members, if outwardly | 
anointed , it ſeems to rcſolve | 
ſome part of its vaporous Na- 
ture and Subſtance, which aſ- 
cending by degrees, excites the 
ſlow, compatt, coagulated ſlug- 
gifh Humours into Motion, aud 
gently provokes them, which 
1f once made fluxile enough, 

arc aſſiſted by the Heat of 2!l the 
1ward Parts, and arc expelled, 


XLVI. Lemery preſuppoſes Mer- 
cury to be an abſolute wlatile 
!Alcalt, wich be explicates from 
| the Nature of an Alcali z wi1ch is 
ito ſweeten, and cauſe a ſulilon 
; effer veſcency when it meets nth 
Acids. And though th? Name Al. 
cali comes from the Salt of a 
Plant called Kali, of whoſe Aſhes 
Snap. s made, whoſe Property it 
is to efferveſce with Acids, and 
that Mercury contains not indeed 
any ſuch Salt z yet having the 
ſune Property of ſweetning and 
efterveſcing, coming near to 
thoſe Salts in nature, though 
not in Matter or Subſtance, it 
borrows. and aflumes that term 
of Alcali ( as now indeed 'doall 
other Sweetners and Abſorbers ) 
and from the mighty Power it 
has to ſweeten, he calls it a 
pure Alcal;, and that Volatile 
00, 

XLVIE. Me alſo preſuppiſes, it 
as a thing indt;putable ainmg all 
Phyſicians., Toat the Venereal 
Poyſon is fomented by Saline and 
Acid Humours , which make a 


certam Ferment ; and that this 
Diſeaſe can never be cured, "till 
this Poyſon is quite deſtrojed. This 
being ſuppoſed, he examins the 
nature of Mercury, by mixing it 
with Salt and V:iriol, which are 
Acid:; and that upon increaſing 
the Fire, the Spirits adheriug 
unto the Mercury, which is an 
Alcali, do ſublime along witty it 
to the top of the Vettel, and 
make together a Corrofive Sub- 
limate, 

XLVII!. He then Obſzrves, 
That the Parts of the Bydv being 
rubbed with Mercury, C made mto 


| at Otuimnent ) that the Merenry

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pierces -ard enters thro the Pores, 
ard ſm? part of it mixes with 
the Saline or Acid Ferment of the 
Verereal matter , after the ſame 
manner as it does with Salt and 
Vitriol ; and that the Acid Salts

LI. As for the remaining part 
of the Venereal Poyſm , after the 
Acid Salts are come forth, its 
drſPlution and extirpation is then 
no difficult matter ; becauſe no- 
thing but thoſs Salts was able to 
hold it coazulated. So' that it 
is calie to imagin, that the ſub- 
tilzr Particles of 1t may paſs 
away 3 partly thro” the Pores, 
and partly by Urine 3 accordi 
to the dilpolitzon and fituation 
thereof. 

LIT. If it be objeted, That 
Mcrcury ay Salivate pens in 
perfe# health, and who cannot 
be ſuppoſed to have any of thoſe

"tis as cafie to be apprehended, 
that Mercury may join as well 
with the Acids in a ſound and 
healthy perſon , as with the 
Acids of one that 1s tainted 
with the Foul Diſeaſe; for be- 
ing rarified and moved by the 
heat of the Body, it circulates 
every where, 'till it meets with 
a Saline Matter, that is ablc 
in ſome meaſure to fix it , and 
hinder its motion. 

LI. But if at any time , in- 
ſtead of meeting with a ſufficient 
grantity of Acid Salts , it meets 
with Alcalious Salts, which force 
#t to quit its hold of thoſe Acids,it 
then precipitates dypnwards , and 
parges by way of Stool + by which 
zt- comes to paſs, that ſuch wh! 
have a Loojneſs in the time of their 
tabing any Mercurial Prepara- 
tion, are very difficultly brought 
to a Salivatim; And if the 
Mercury meets not with Salts 
enough to detain it, it paſſes off 
by tranſpiration, and carries 
away with 1t, thoſe that were 
united to it; for which reaſon 
it ſometimes comes to pals, that 
many have been cured of the 
Lues without a Flux. 

LIV. If Preparations of Mer- 
cury are given Inwardly, th:y ouzht 
to be exhibited by little and little 
at firſt, afterwards th2 Daſe is to 
be augmented, according to the 

ſtrength of the Patient ; and when 
the Faws begin once toabe, and the 
Gums and Mouth to grow fore, 
you muſt ceaſe gtving it , or db it 
with great cautiom and warin:ſs, 
now and then, for the Continua- 
tron of the Flux, and to beep it up 


ſpit three weeks together, and 
ſometimes in deſperate caſes 2 
month; and 1f 1n that time it 
does not ſtop of its own accord, 
it ought to be ſtopt with de- 
terfive and ſtyptick Gargy- 
riſms, Flowers of Sulphur, and 
the like. 

LV. It is gord to be careful, 
mt to let the Flax run to) bng; 
for if ut ſhould happ:n that the 
Saltvating Veſſels ſhould dilate 
and open (0 extremely by the C11- 
rafrve Salts which cauſed the $- 
lrvation , that they cannot be 
cloſed again by 'any kiad of 
Gargartiſm, Flowers of Sulphur, 
Opiates, or any fixt Alcalt, whe» 
ther Saline or Terrcous, the 
Brain will then dry up by little 
and little, an Atrophy ſize up- 
on the whole Humane Frame, 
by reafon of the continual 
draining of its Juices away, 
and Death will cloſe upon the 
At. 

LVI. Now wheres ſome may 
think, that Mercury being an 
Alcali, and the Venercal poyſon 
an Acid, that it ſhould jo fix it, 
as to hinder its Operation : We 
anſwer , That the Diffolution 
of the Mercury made by the 
Juyces, doth not ſo fix it as to 
hinder its Operation, but rathcr 
gives it a #lur and Carrofive 
quality z and 1s ſo far held by 
the Acids, as not to be able to 
perſpire z but therewith, thro' 
the heat of the Body to aſcend 
upwards to the Hcad, Brain, 
Mouth, and Throat ; and thy 
in the Mouth, gc. it creatcs 
lt:cers thro the Corrolion, yet 
in the Brain it makes none; 


2's due time : They commonly | for there being clog'd with a 
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Mucilagin6us Moiſture , it loſes | 
ſome part of its Acidity or Cor- | 
rofiveneſs, and cauſes only a! 


Fermentation; which makes the 
Phlegm and Aqueous Humours 
to paſs away thro the Salivating 
Veſſels: And this it is, which 
cauſes the Spittle of thoſe that 
have a Flux to be ſo ſharp and 
ſtinking, and cauſes as it paſſes 
thoſe Ulcers 1n the Mouth, which 
vpon this occaſion , 1s as it 
were , the Sink of the whole 
Bod y. 

LVIE. As for the Acidity and 
CorroſrueneſsS which the Mercury 
aſſumes , it is attributed to the 
diſpoſition of its Pores , and the 
multitude of Acid Points with 
which it is impregnated ; for ſeeing 
it will nit ſweeten the acidity 0 
Salt and Vitriol, with which at 
is mixed, t» make Corroſeve ſubli- 
mate, nor the Aqua . Fortis, or 
Spirit of Nitre, in which it i 
diſhlved, to make Precipitate, we 
can as little expe it to ſweeten 
the acid Juices of the Body ;, (un- 
leſs it ſhould be given in ſuch a 
large Proportion as to exceed 
them 1n Quantity, which 1s im- 
poſſible, as in the making of 
Feet Sublimate : ) However we 
cannot ſay, that it dulcifies not 
at all, for doubtleſs it deſtroys 
much of the Acids Force, by 
dividing and breaking their 
Points, as is apparently ſcen in 
making of Mercurius Dulcis afore- 
mentioned. 

LVII. Poſſibly ſome may ſay, 
that if the Venom of the Pox, Le- 
profſie, and other like Diſeaſes 
were an Acid, that it might be 
deſtroyed by the help of Alcalies 
ther fixt or volatile z to which 


we anſwer, That 15 to Fixt Al- 
calies, whether Saline, as Salt 
of Tartar, Pot-aſhes, &c. Or, 
Terreors, as Crabs Eyes, Cravs 
Claws, Pearl, Oyſter Shells, Co- 
ral, Terra fiztllata, &c. Since 
they have no Volatile Quality in 
them, and their tendency us wholly 
downwards, it is not very likely 
that they ſhould reach to venereal 
Tumours in the Shins and Joints, 
Gums 'in the Arms, and other 
fleſby Places ; Tophs and Nodes in 
the Head, or other extream Parts 
of the Body ;, by reaſon of the 
long way they have to go thi- 
ther, and the Juices they have 
to joyn with 1n their Paſſage, 
which may in all Probabihty 
change their Nature 3 but ſup- 
poſing them to be carried to 
thoſe affeted Places with their 
own pro Qualities , they 
would only a little weaken the 
acidity, but never be able to 
carry it off, or deſtroy the Fer- 
ment of the Dilcaſe, as Mer- 
curial Preparations are able to 
do. 
LIX. As to wlatile Alcalies, 
we ſay, that poſſebly they may grue 
ſome little Relief, either by open- 
ing the Pores, and cauſing a Per= 
ſpiration of the ſubtiler Part of 
the Venom, or otherwiſe, tiat 
being Alcalies, they may abſorb 
ſome part of it : For this reaſon 
ſome give Volatile Salt of Vipers 
to their Patients every Morning, 
or Evening, Cc. But theſe /{- 
calies are indeed of roo weak 
a Nature to carry off ſuch an 
Acidity, after they are mixed 
with 1t, without looſing their 
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do : For if theſe Salts do abſorb] extinguiſhed in any viſcous 
or deſtroy ſome part of the} thing, then put into Cotton and 
Acidity, they deſtroy them-| ſowed up, which is Innocent 


ſelves likewiſe in the AQton , 
and ſo can have no farther Ope- 
ration : For which reaſon there 
1s need of a more powerful Al- 
caly, than theſe volatile Salts 
arc, to eradicate fo great A- 
cidities, and ſuch a Gigantick 
Poyſon, to wit, Mercury it 
ſclf. 

LX. Hence Mercurial Saltva- 
tion came to be ſo cryed up, that 
it was preferred from Particular 
Evacuatives, to the Claſſis of 
Univerſals ; and indzed it may 
be granted to it, as it des by Con- 
ſequence Drain the whole intire 
Body ;, ſo that it may very well be 
called, an Univerſal Apophleg- 
matiſm : And this Salrvation 
performed by Internals, or by Ex- 
ternals, or by both together ; for 


enough, 1f there be Prudence 
enough to uſe it. 

LXI. With this Girdle they Cure 
the Itch ;, ſo alſo by amvinting upon 
the Foints of the Elbows, Wriſts, 
Arms, Ankles,* Palms of the 
Hands, and Soles of the Feet, and 
the Arm-pits ; which it ſpeedily 
and eaſily accompliſhes ;, ſo alſo by 
Waſhing with Mercurial Waters ; 
by which you may obſerve, That 
the grand Remedies for the Itch 
and the Pox are the ſame : And 
alſo, that Mercurial Medicines 
do oftentimes Cure the Sym- 
ptoms of the Pox, by raifing a 
Salivation. 

LXTI. This Expertence has con- 
firm'd to us, that Mercury is the 
true Rooter out of the Pox, and 
other ſtubbarn Diſeaſes; as the

While the Spitting laſts, 
External Cold is carefully to be 
avoided ; the Sich muſt be hept 
in a Warm Place; and his Diet 
ought to be thin or liquid Things, 
as Watergruel, Poſſet Drink made 
white, or Mutton Broth for 
Fngnge £ Buy each Hime before 
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drinbing, or tabing any thing down 
the Throat, the Mouth ought to be 
very well waſh'd with fair warm 
Water, and the Throat as much 
as may be gargled therewith, and 
that two or three times t12ether ;; 
for thereby much of the Sharp- 
neſs of the adhering Humour is 
waſhed off, the Mouth kept 
clean, the increaſe of the Ul- 
cers hindred, and Tortions or 
Gripings of the Bowels prevent- 
ed : Alſo part of the poiſonous 
Matter which hangs about the 
Mouth, Tongue and Throat, 
which would be ſwallowed 
down, with what is received in, 
will be taken away, whereby the 
Reinfetting the Patient with his 
own Poiſon will be prevented. 
And truly the want of the Ob- 
ſervation of this particular thing, 
is the very cauſe that ſeveral 
Salivations, though otherwiſe 
never ſo well performed, prove 
ineffetual, and that the Patient 
is forc'd to go through the Fa- 
tigue of two or three ſeveral 
Salivations, when one performed 
with this care, would have ſerv'd 
the turn, and poſſibly have done 
it better too. 

LXIV. Maſticatories are fo 
called from their way of uſing, and 
they bring the Serum to the 
Mouth, either Coagulated (which 
# called Flegm : _) Or Fluid, call

Salivatichs : From which, ac- 
cording to the Quantity, Qua-« 
lity, Thinneſs, Thickneſs, (Fc. 
of the Lympha, it falls into the 
Mouth alſo, more or leſs, as 
need requires ; from whence 1t 
is diſperſed, cither by ſwallow- 
ing it, to become the Men- 
ſtruum of the Stomach, or Spit- 
ting it out. 

LXV. They a# or operate, by 
opening the Etoppages, and diluting 
the Pores, partly by Motion, and 
partly by Heat, the better to ſend 
forth the Liquor they contain : 
Thus the tumbling of Pebbles in 
the Mouth, draws out much Hu- 
mour 3 the holding of Cryſtat 
under the Tongue in hot Fevers, 
allays Thirſt, by inciting Mot- 
ſture into the Mouth : Maſtick 
is fit for Motion, becauſe 1t 1s 
in a round Form, and will in 
few Hours draw ſeveral Ounces, 
yea, a Pint of Spittle : And 
whatſoever is Maſticated, does 
by its Motion increaſe the Spit- 
tle, if any Moiſture be left re- 
maining. 

LXVI. They a# alſo by cauſing

Such Things as Yecupe- 
rate the Conſum'd and Loſt Fleſh, 
are the Greateſt of all Reſtora- 
truves, and theſe are ſuch as have 
for their Ground or Foundation, . a 
Volatil, Animal Salt, for with- 
out that no Fleſh can properly be 
generated ; for by ſuch Salts all 
the Parts of the while Human 
Frame are penetrated, Univerſal 
Obſtrutions are opened, and the 
Root of the Matter which gene- 
rates Fleſh is laid, which afſi- 
mulates all forts of Nutriment, 
and convertsit into Fleſh : There- 
fore the uſual Preſcripts of Au- 
thors, are vain and frivalous, and 
do nothing but tire out the Pa- 
tient, and wear out their waſt- 
ed Bodies with pure fooling : 
Now the Chief of theſe things 
are volatile Salts made of Mut- 
ton, Lamb, Beef, Pork, Vipers, 
G3. which almoſt miraculouſly 
reſtore Men Conſumptive : I 
have done more with one Ounce 
of: ſome of thoſe Salts, than 
ſome others have done with 
almoſt a Cart-load of Medicines. 
To theſe add all ſuch other 
things which contain ſucha Salt, 
and 1n which it is ſo looſe, as 
by boiling to be ſeparated, and 
brought 1nto the Liquor, as all 
the Gellies and ſtrong Broths of 
all ſorts of Fleſh, Gelly of Snails 
and Earthworms, which abound 
much in Animal Salt; ſo alſo 
Lamb-ſtones, Cock-ſtones, Eggs 
of all kinds, eſpecially Pea- 
cocks z Oyſters, Lobſters, Crabs, 
Milks of Cows, Goats and Shcep; 


which as they abound with 7 
great quantity of the ſame $4lt, 
lo being taken liberally, reſtore 
Conſumptive Bodies after a ſin- 
gular manner. 

XIX. Such things as ftrenzthen 
and confirm the Parts of the Bad) 
which are lax and weak; or, 
where there is an exceeding w2al- 
neſs and loſs of Strength, with- 
out any Decay of Fleſh, or Faint- 
ing of the Spirits, &c. are ſuch 
things as have an aſtringent or 
ſtyptick Power, cither to. oc- 
clude the Pores, to prevent pre- 
ternatural Sweats, which weaken 
much'; or to aftringe the Viſce- 
ra, whereby any Preternatural 
Flux may ſuddeuly be ſtopt ; 
or to open any Obſtruttion, 
whcrewith the Bowels may be 
afflicted.

XXVI. Gala@ogenetichs are 
known not only by their Breeding 
Milk, but by their Temperature, as 
being little differing from the mean, 
but hume@ing ; and ſweet or plea- 
ſant and ſmoath of Taſte,haying 
very little Acrimony ; where- 
as thoſe which diminiſh Milk, 
are things which are bitter, 
acerb and auſtere, and ſhew 
an Exceſs, either of Heat or 
Cold. 

XX VII. Things therefore that 
encreaſe the Chyle, and the Chy- 
lous and Serous Part of the Blood, 
encreaſe Milk ; and theſe are 
chiefly alimentary Things, which 
_— much, and are eaſily di- 
geſted, joined with a ſufficient Hu- 

midity, as Almond Milk, Emul- 
ſions of Pine Kernels made with 
Milk, Rice, Eggs, and the like, 
plentiful Drinking, and Milk it 
ſelf: But ſome are Medicinal, 
which have Oily Parts mingled 
with Aqueous, and are confor- 
mable to Chyle_and Milk, as 
Seed of *Lady Thiſtle, Fen- 
nel, and Fennel Seed, Parſnep 
Seed, and the Roots diſſolved 
by boiling. < 

XXVIII. Such Things as open 
the Ways and Paſſages, that it 
may freely paſs, are Promoters of 
Milk, which, ſays Langius, are 
all Diaphoreticks and Sudorificks, 
being temperate and mild; and 
Alkalies and Abſorbents, which 
binder Coagulation; for Salts are 
the Uniters of Oils and Waters, 
and therefore confirm the Mix- 
ture of the Parts : For this pur- 
pole the PecoGtign gf dryed 


Elder Flowers in Milk is a fin- 
gular Experiment, and may be 
uſed as a Vehicle alſo for other 
things ; prepar'd Cryſtal, Earth- 
worms prepared, and above all 
Lac Lune are of this kiad, as 
Geſner, Major and Boetins aitirm; 
Periwinkle alſo encreaſes Milk, 
which way ſoever taken, 

XXIX. Such Tyinzs alſo as 
promote the Aflux to the Breaſts, 
| are accounted in the number of Ga- 
laftogenzticks; and theſe are for 
the moſt part Externals. Sinen 
Paulus commends Green Bur- 
net to be applied to the Breaſts ; 
others Frittions, Emplaſters and 
| Fomentations, which may be 
made with the Decoftion of 
Fennel or Dill-ſeed with Milk ; 
and whatſoever Emplaſtick Bo- 
dy diflolves hard and tophous 
Humours, or the Coagulation of 
Humours in the Part, by atte- 
nuating and cauſing a Fufion 
in the thick Juices, which by 
reaſon of their Groſneſs and 
Viſcidity, could not ſo eafil 
enter into the Glandules, mu 
be of ſervice here; for making 
the Blood, Serum and Lympha, 
more fluxile, that they may 
move more briskly, the Milk 
will have, accordivg © to Na- 
ture, its due Recourie to the 
Breaſts.

XXXIV. And theſe are, 
I. Nouriſhers of the Seed, by in- 
creaſing the Quantity. 2. Stimu- 
latives, or Provhers of Luſt.

XXXV. Such things as nouriſh 
and increaſe the Seed, are gene- 
rally things heating , Spirituous 
and Analeptich; of which hind 
are Alimentary things which have 
much good nouriſhment , eaſie of 
digeſtion, and to be converted into 
Chyle and Blood ;, as Wine, pure 
ſtrong Ale, Mead , Metheglin, 
Punch, things Milky, Oily, and

XXXVI. Some have reſpe#

XXXVIII. Stimulatives or 
Provobers of Luſt, are ſuch 
things as by an acrimonios , oily 
Salt, make the Seed move tur- 
gent, ſpirituons , and irritating, 
filing the Inſtruments of Gene- 
ration full of Blood and Spirits, 
provoking them to ereftion and 
ejetion ; of which kind are , 
I. Al Odoriferons , Sulphureos, 
and Balſamich Aromaticks ; as 
Nutmegs , Mace , Cloves, Cin- 
namon, Ginger , Cardamoms, 
Famaica-Pepper , Rocket and 
Muſtard ſeeds, Aſh-keys, Hart- 
wort-ſeed , Eripgo-roots, and

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particularly all the kinds of 
Pepper, &c. 2. Oily and Spiri- 
tus Things, increaſing the native

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Body, but lets them flow with- 
out controul; or, by reaſon of 
the Matter, when the Humour 1s 
peccant either in Quantity or 
Quality, or both, to ſuch a de- 
gree, that Nature is forc'd to 
expel it out of its Receptacles. 

V. Artificial Evacuation is that 
which is done by the help of Medi- 
cines, and this is twofold, viz. 
etther Univerſal or Particular. 
Univerſal is that which draws or 
expels the Humours out of the 
whole Body, and- all the Re- 
gions thereof : Particular, is 
that which expels the Humours 
and Excrements out of ſome 
particular Part or Parts of the 
Body. 

VI. Unverſal Evacuation, is 
that which is performed, 1. By 
Bleeding, which empties the Veins 
and Arteries. 2. By Purging, 
which looſens the Belly, empties 
the Stomach, Guts and Bowels, 
drawing from the Veins and 
Habit of the Body. 3. By Vo- 
miting which cleanſes the Stomach, 
Bowels and great Veſſels, and 
draws laſtly from the Habit of 
the Body. 4. By Saltvation, 
which i one of the moſt Univerſal, 
and cleanſes the whole Maſs of 
Blood and Humours, and whole 
Habit of the Body all at once. 
5. By Sweating, which firſt emp- 
ties the Habit of the Body, then 
the Veſſels, and laſtly the Bow- 
els, drawing from the moſt 1n- 
ward Parts of the Body : And 
whichſoever of theſe happen 
firſt; though they may Eva- 
cuate one Region more eſpe-!

IL. of REVULSION, 


IX. Revulſion is the turning of 
the Humours flowing into any Part 
amther way, or to the oppoſite and 
moſt diſtant Parts : Now if an 
Humour moves or flows into any 
Part, Revulfion and Derivation 
arerequired ; but if the Humour 
reſts or ſtagnates, then Evacua- 
tion : And it ought to be made 
in the remoteſt Place to that 
troubled with the Flux, that 
that which is drawn back may 
not return. 

X. Now the Oppoſition or Con- 
trariety of the Parts required in 
Revulſion, ought, 1. To be made 
towards the Original of the Flux 
(-if that Original be known) as 
in a Flux from the Liver to the 
Womb; the Vein of the Right 
Arm 1s to be opened. 2, That 
the Community of. the Veſſels ws 
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be rezarded; ( and this 1s where | 
the Original of the Flux 1s un- 
known. ) Thus in a Flux of 
Blood. at the Noſe, the Veins 


of the Arm are uſually opened, 
becauſe of their Community, 
not of the Thigh, though more 
diſtant, becaule they have a 
lefler relation to the Part : And 
Galen ſays, that if you open the 
Veins which have no agree- 
ment with the Part affected , 
you do that Part no good, but 
hurt the Parts that are Sound. 
3. To obſerve the right Direction 
of the Veſſels, which is moſt of 
Moment to be obſerved in all 
Revulſions, by reaſon of the 
near Conſent and Relation which 
the Parts of the ſame fide have 
one to another ; and this has 
chietly been confirmed by Ex- 
perience. 

XI. Revulſion is twofold, viz. 
Univerſal arid Particular : Un- 
verſal is that which has _— 
to the whole Body, and is perform- 
ed by opening the greater Veins : 
which the Galenich Phyſicians 
will have to be moſt uſeful and 
ſecure, though Experience, by 
more than a Thouſand Inftances, 
has evidently proved the Con- 
trary, even to the total De- 
ſtruction of the Sick. 

XII. Particular Revulſion , 
which is called Local, is that 
which in one Member only, re- 
ſpets the Contrary Parts, and is 
obſerved in opening of ;the Leſſer 
Veins, which draw only from 
one Part. Thus the hinder

II. Of DERIVATION. 


X[IT. Derrvation js an Avert- 
ing or Drawing of the Humour 
flowing to any Part, through other 
near Parts : And this ſeen:s to 
be libe Particular Revulſion 3 ſo 
that Derivation 1s made ſome- 
times by opening the Leſſer 
Veins, ſometimes by the Ap- 
plication of Veſicatories, and 
at other times by making an 
Iflue, or applying the Seton, 
by which means, the Humour 

owing to one Part, is derived 
from thence and brought to an- 
other. 

XIV. In performing the Deri- 
vation , the Community of Veſ. 
ſels is always to be obſerved ;; 
and in this it moſtly differs from 
Revulſion, becauſe that is made 
to the oppoſite and moſt di- 
ſtant Parts, this to the near 
Parts. Thus in a thix of Hu- 
mours falling down to the 
Teeth, or Eyes, a Veſicatory

LV. Purgation #s an Evacua- 
tin required ts expel Humours, 
peccant either in Quantity ' and 
Quality, or in both; to wit, where 
there is a Redundancy or Ca- 
cochymy of Evil Humours ; of 
which kind, are all ſuch as are 
Excrementitious, which being 
mixed with the Blood, are con- 
tained either in the Veſlels, 7. e. 
Veins and Arteries, or lodg'd 
without them, 


LVI. To every Species of the 
peccant Humour, Phyſictans have 
preſcribed a proper Species of a 
Purging Medicin?, of .which we 
have ſpoken more fully 1n Chap, 
71. Seft. 2 and 3. of this Book 
aforegoing; and in Our Doron 
Medicum, lib. 1. cap. 3. through- 
out; and Chap. 12. Se. 1. ad 
6. of the ſame Book: Which 
are to be diretted according to 
the Age, Sex, Temperament , 
Strength, Nature and Condition 
of the Patient, and Seaſon of the 
Year. 

LVII. 1. As t» the Age, Boys 
and old Men require gentler 
Purges, middle aged People the 
ſtronger. 2.As to the Sex, Women 
with Child in the firſt four, five 
and {1x Months are not to Purge, 
unleſs with great Caution, be- 
cauſe Nature 1n indeavouring to 
expel the Excrements may 
ſhake the Womb, and ſo ha- 
zard the Birth. 3. As to the 
Temperament, hot and dry Bo- 
dies, as alſo cold, Purge with 
difficulty ; ſuch as are hot and 
moiſt, more eaſily ; alſo hot 
and dry Habits are more eafily 
heated, rarified and dried; and 
therefore if the Purge be too 
ſtrong, are apt to fall into Con- 
vulſions; ſuch as are cold, whether 
moiſt or dry, are apt to faint; 
but ſuch as are hot and moiſt 
have Spirit enough to bear out 
the force of the Purging. 4. As 
to the Strength, it 1s neceſflary 
that it ſhould be not much im- 
patred in the time deſigned for 
Purgation, becauſe Purging it 
ſelf 18 apt to do that; and there- 
fore if the Sick be much weak- 
ned, Purging muſt be forborn. 
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gs. As to the Condition of the Sich , | 
thin, tender and looſe Habits 
are eaſily diſlolved ; but ti:thy 
and compa, will well bear Pur- 
gation 3 ſuch as are fat much leſs, 
becauſe they- are colder , have 
leſs Spirits, and narrower Vel- 
ſels. 6. As to the Nature of the 
Sick, ſome are ecafily Purged, 
and by weak Medicines; foie 
difficultly, though with ſtrong ; 
and ſome will not be Purged with 
ſolids, as Pills, though ſtrong, 
and with a treble or fourtold 
Doſe, whilſt gentle things in a 
liquid Form will doit admirably. 
7. As to the Seaſon, that which 1s ! 
Temperate is beſt to Purge 1n 
a hot or a cold Seaſon 15 not 
ſo good z hot Air weakens the 
Strength, and begers hot Diſ- 
caſes; and a cold Air condenſes 


which are gen#Yally Cholerich » 
Hot, Thin, Acrtimomioes, and apt 
to breed acute Diſeaſes ; then 
Purging is allowed in thz beginnins 
of the Diſterper, and they 2ught 
to be Purged jorth before they are 
Concoted, left the Strenzth be 
impaired by their Working ay Ball- 
inz, and the Humours ſtirred up 
by that Violence, fall upon ſome 
Noble or Principal Part. And 
then thoſe Humours, although 
not digeſted, will be cafily Pur- 
ged, becauſe that they are not 
only thin and moveable 5 but 
Nature alſo being excited by 
them, and irritated by the 
Purging Medicine, lends her Af- 
{iſtance at the ſame time, to E- 
vacuate them her ſelf ; and the 
Sick receives Good, and not 
Harm, by ſuch a timely Purging, 


the Humours, renders them leſs 
fluid , obſtruts the Paſlages , 
and makes the Purging more 
difficult ; ſothat the Spring and 
Autumn ſeem to be the beſt 
times of Purging. 

LVIII. But in reſpet to the 
Diſeaſe, the moſt fit time of Pur- 
ging #s, when it is at the Height, 
or in the Declination , when the 
Humours are concofted and pre- 
pared for Evacuation, unleſs Na- 
ture perform the Evacuation of her 
ſelf; for being Critically Eva- 
cuated, there muſt be no Pur- 
tion, unleſs the Crifis be im- 
perfe& ; for then Purging will 
be neceſſary to carry oft the Re- 
liques of the Morbifick Matter, 
left they ſhould cauſe a Re- 
lapſe. 

LIX. But if Humours abound 
and ſwell, or are agitated with

LX. And ſo ſays Hippocrates, 
it s gord to Purge in acute Difſ- 
eaſes, if the Matter ſwells, on the 
ſame day ;, for to delay longer in 
ſuch Diſeaſes is evil : But this is 
to be done with Caution and 
Premeditation, becauſe that for 
the moſt part there is no ſuch 
Swelling of the Humors.

LXI. But Acute Diſeaſes are 
ſooner Cured by a Critical Evaci- 
tion than by Purging, and there- 
fore the Criſis is not raſhly to be 
diſturbed ; but if there be auy 
hope thereof, means to promote 
it ought rather to be uſcd, and 
Purgation forborn. 

LXIL. If the Humours flow ta

And it i certain, that 
in all Dijeaſes which were nat Fe- 
vers, and in which there was not 
« Crudity of Humours ariſing from 
Putrefattion, the' Ancients per- 
mitted” Purgation, even in their 
Beginnings without Concoftion, or 
any other precedent Preparation ; 
and Galen, Meth. Med. Lib. 13. 
relate that many have had an 
Intlammation of the Eyes, 'who 
have been cured in one Day, b 
Purging downwards, in whic 
ſhort time it was impoſſible for 
the lumours to be Concofted 


in the Body, where there are deep 
Wourds, Ulcers, Inflammatims, 


| Tumours, Head-achs, and Diſeaſes 


of other Parts, Purgatim is very 
comventent (if there be no Contra- 
indicant preſent to hinder it ) that 
the Morbifick Matter may be 
diminiſhed, and recalled from 
the Part or Parts afflicted. 
LXViI. A ſmall Cacochymy may 
b: carried off all at once, if the 
' Matter be concodted and thin, and

LXIX. Ard if you may chuſe 
your Day of Purgme, it ought to

LXX. As the Manner of the 
Purgatim is twofold, to wit, by 
Stool and Vornit ; ſo it it is found 
out by the Seat or Place, and 
Nature of the Humour : Thoſe 
Humours in the Bowels or Guts, 
lower Parts, or Parts remote 
from the Stomach are purged a- 
way through the Belly by the F un- 
dament ; but if they reſide in the 
Stomach, they are beſt taben away 
by Vomit; ſo alſo oftentimes 
thoſe Humours which are con- 
tained in the Spleen, hollow of 
the Liver and Pancreas, and other 
Parts adjacent to the Stomach. 

LXXI. For by Vornting the 
molt ſtubborn and obſtinate Hu- 
mmuss, which breed long and rebel- 
lis Diſeaſes, are ſucceſsfully cat + 
ried off, which would never be 
eradicated by other means : And 
indeed the Place through which 
Evacuation is to be made, is 
not only indicated by the Seat 
of the Humour, but alſo by the 


cauſe Choier and hot Humours 
which are thin, abound in Sum» 
mer, and are more eafily carried 
upwards, and ſo more fit to be 
expelled by Vomit ; whereas 
Flegmatick and Melancholy Hu- 
mours which are thick, heavy, 
and apt to fall downwards, a+ 
bound moſt in Winter, and are 
therefore more eaiily Purged 
away by Stool. 

LXXIHHI. Such as are of a lender 
and lean Habit, are more eaſity 
purged by Vomit , but thich and 
fleſhy People by Stool ; becauſe 
lean People are more Cholerickx, 
fleſhy People more Flegmatick, 
who through the weight of the 
Caul and Muſcles of the Abdo- 
men, Vomit with difficulty and 
much danger, #Hippoc.

CHAP. IXXX 


Of Indications from the Strength, or rather, 
Weakneſs. 


L HIS is thelaſt Indicatim, 
and is properly called by 
Sennertus, the Vital Indication ; 
hecauſe it indicates, not only the 
Way of Living, but thoſe things 
alſo which confirm the Strength 
and Forces of the Body, in oppo- 
ſition to Weakneſs and Relapſes. 
IT. Hitherto Phyſictans have 
limited this Indication only to the 


Matter of Diet; we, not ſatisfied | 


with. thoſe Aſſignments, have ex- 
tended it to that of Medicine alſo ; 
becauſe it ſeems to me Rational, 
that as well as to remove Weak- 
nefſes by Strengtheners, which 
here they aſcribe wholly to Diet ; 
ſo the Strength being once re- 
ſtored, it is as neceſſary to con- 

and preſerve it in its Vigor, 


which can only be done by gi- 
ving ſuch Specifick Medica- 
ments, as have a Power to con- 
ſerve the Tone of the Parts, 
more eſpecially of the Stomach, 
Bowels, and other Viſcera. 


L. 794+ VITAL INDICATI- 
ON, as it has reſpett to Diet. 


HI. The Weabneſs of the Body 
indicates the Reſtoration of its 
Strength, which is moſtly perfeFed 
by Diet, and which ought to agree 
with Nature, but be oppoſite to the 
Morbifick Cauſe, 

IV. The Strength is ſaid to be 
the Inſtrument of the Faculties, 
to wit, the Vizor of the Heat, 
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being Firm and Vigwous , the 
Strength #s ſaid to be Vizoro1, and 
contrariwiſe : And fſimee this is 
ſaid to be reſtored by the Nou- 
riſhment of our Food ; there- 
fore Dict is ſaid to be the In- 
ſtrument of Reſtoration. 

V. But fo far as the Diſeaſe or 
its Cauſes may be increaſed by the 
Nouriſhment, fo far it is forbidden, 
at leaft that hind of Nouriſhmenr, 
by which it may be increaſed : Be- 
cauſe Nature, as ſhe 15 apt to be 
intent upon Pepſis, or the true 
Concoftion of Food into the 
Subſtance of our Bodies, ſo ſhe 
may be fo wholly taken up there- 
with, that ſhe may forget as 1t 
were, or be diverted trom Pe- 
paſmos, or the Concotting the 
Morbiftick Humour 3 for which 
reaſon a due Regard muſt be 
had to the Quality, Quantity, 
Method and Order of the Diet. 

VI. Tois Dieting of the Body is 
ſaid by Poyſicians to conſiſt in the 
Six, but we ſay, Seven Non-Na- 
turals, but more efpectally in a 
diſeaſed State, of which Meat 
and Drink, as they are the true 
Objets of Nouriſhment, ſo ave they 
the true Inſtruments which in part 
reſtore atd preſerve the Strength : 
The other of the Non-Naturals 
being ouly the helping Cauſes; 
which as they are well or ill diſ- 
poſed, produce good or evil 
Nouriſhment from the Food.

5. who ſays, That what 
Error is committed, is more 
dangerous in a ſlender than a highcy 
Diet ; or whereit 1s-a little more 
high and nutrimental thanit ſhould 
be. 
XVI. After a Piyſician has con 
ſidered whether a thin, moderate, 
or kigh Diet is moſt comventent for 
his Patient, in reſpe# to his Diſ- 
eaſe, he ought then to conſider the 
Quantity, viz. whether it ought 
to be plentiful, mean or lircle, 
which may be diſtinguiſhed by 
the Acuteneſs of the Liſcaſe, or 
the greater or leficr Strife which 
Nature has therewith. 

XVII. In the beginning of the 
Diſeaſe, - the Diet may be large 
and plentifal , becauſe Nature 
contends not then ſo very much 
with the Diſtemper, nor is 
much concera'd in the Pepaſmos 
or Concoction of the vitious 
Humour ; and therefore can the 
better digeſt the Nutriment. 

XVIII. In the zncreaſe of the 
Dijeaſe, the Diet ought to be in 
a mean Quantity 3 becauſe then 
Nature is truly much concerned 
in the. Concottion of the Mor- 
bifick Matter; and therefore 
can be the leſs butied about the 
Nutriment. 

XIX, In the h:ighth of the 
Diſeaſe, the Diet ought to be leaſt 
in quantity z becauſe then the 
Contention. of Nature with the 
Diſcaſe is at higheſt, and the 
is buſie ina the Concotion and 
Evacuation of the Matter, and 
not to be diverted to the Dige- 
ſtion of the to0d: 

XX. If therefore much went 
neſs be preſent, and the Morbijic 
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Matter turbulent, with evil Sym- 
proms the Nutriment ought then 
t1 be gtven in little quantity ; left 
(Nature not being ab!c to digeſt 
tne Food as it ought to do ) 
tne Morbifick Matter ſhould be 
creaſed : but by rezfon of 
the Weaineſs , tho' it maſt be 
given in ſmall quantity, yet 
It ought to be often repeated, 
to prevent the growing de- 
Cay.

Toe Strength is maintained 
by Sympathy, or its like : The 
Diſcaſe is taken away by Anti- 
patiry, or its oppoſite. | 

iV. In all Diſeaſ:s where the 
efictent Cauſe is yet preſent, begin 
the Cure at the ſame, For 1t 1s 
impoſſible to cuxe perfely an 
Diieale, while the efficient Cauſe 
is preſent, which generally pro- 
ceeds of evil Humours lurking in 
the Body. 

V. After the taking away of 
the Cauſ:, then turn you to the Diſ- 
eaſe inzg'ndred of the Cauſe; al-

VIIE. In all Diſcaſes of Fluxim, 
ſhop that whico flow:th;, then 
draw forth the Matter already 
which us flawed : And therefore 
Diſeaſes of Fluxion, ( as Phleg- 
mons, Catarriis, gc. ) look but 
at the two aforcſaid Iitentions. 

IX. In Complicate Diſeaſes , 
the one of which canmt be cured 
without the other, you muſt reſp:8 
Order ;, which requireth th?

Waen you go about to 
Purge the Body, prepare it before 
hand, that the Humours may be 
moving and fluid : Otherwiſe the 
Purgation will be with great 
Pain and O_ gnawing 
the Belly, illneſs of the Stomach, 
fainting of the Heart, debility 
of the Pulſe, cold Sweats, and 
decay of Strength. 

LV. The Humours are made? 
Fluxil by open Medicaments, gi- 
ven chiefly over Night, by which 
the Paſſages of the Body are 0- 
pened, and the groſs Matter 
made thin. 

LVI. Do not Purge raw and 
undigeſted Humours in the Bogin- 
ning of a Diſeaſe, except they. be 
movea, and have no fixed Place. 
For undigeſted Humours are 
ſlow to be moved, by reaſon 
of their Viſcofity and Grof- 
neſs, and ſo ſtop the Paſſages 
that go from the Exrremities 
of the Body to the Belly, there- 
by cauſing other ill Symptoms 
to ariſe. 

LVII. Purge Women with Child 
(C if the Matter be moved _) be» 
twizt the Fourth and Seventh 
Month, but ſooner or later is ta be 
feared. For preſently after Con- 
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move violently, ( either Spirit 
or Body ) the Conception eaſi- 
ly falleth forth, till ſuch time 
as the Child is faſtned in. the 
Womb : And ſo it is when the 
Child is great, by reaſon of its 
Weight : But in the mid Term 
they cleave faſter to the Matrix, 
and therefore then they may the 
better be Purged. 

LVIIE. The Epigaſtre or lower 
Part of the Belly being much ex- 
tenuated or thinned, in ſuch Per- 
ſons it is dangerous to give Pur- 
gations by Stool.

L. Hus Green Purging proceeds 

moſtly from Choler cor- 
rupted by an Acid ſharp Humour, 
and ſo turned Green, ſometimes 
it is of it ſelf witht Gripings 3 
but that is not often ;, but for the 
moſt part it is accompanied with 
Gripes and Sowreneſs and there- 
fore in that caſe much of what 
we have adviſed in the former 
Chapter may be good here, with 
not much Variation. 

II. Before the Greenneſs comes, 
many times the Child's Stmls are 
White ; but afterwards the mix- 
ing of Choler turned Green, 
with the faeces, changes them 
alſo. 

I. Now the Tellow Colour of 
Choler is turned into a Green by 
Acid Humours, Shar and Acri- 
moninis for the moſt part, mani- 
feſt from their ſowre ſmell, and 
that 1s the reaſon that theſe 
coloured Stools are generally 
accompanied with Gripings. 

IV. If it demanded why all 
green Purgings are not accompa- 
nied with Gripings, it is anſwered, 
becauſe the Bowels are cloathed 
as it were not only with their 
proper Mucous, but alſo with 
much tough Viſcous Flegm : 
Which Flegm, whea once the 


Acrimonious Humours have looſ« 
ned and removed, the Gripings 
then begin. 

V. Thx Diſeaſe is Cured by 
Corretting and Tempering the Act- 
dity, which if it be timely done, 
Gripinzs may pſably be prevented 3 
as alſo the Epilepfie, and many 
other Diſeaſes ariiitg from that 
_— and ſometimes Death it 
elf. 

VI. To the other Alcalies before 
enumerated, we add Bezoar-ſtone, 
both Oriental and Occidental, the 
former of which is much the 
better 3 and Mineral Bezoar, 
which Syl[vizs prefers before 
them all, whether it be made 
of Antimony only , or Silver, 
or Gold ; fo alſo Antimonium 
Diaphoreticum; and for meanecr 
People, Terra Stgillata, and Fine 
Bole, all which may be uſed as 
direted in the former Chas 
pter. 

VII. To theſe add the ſeaſon« 
able and shilful Uſe of Opiates 
of every kind ; chietly Our Gutte 
Vite, Volatil Laudanum, or the 
Diaſcordium Sylu1i.

IL I: # a Diſeaſe, in which 
the Sick ſeems to bave no out- 
ward Senſe; thi they communly 
fiir at any ſtrong, or Volatil thing 
put to ther nftrils ; as Volatil 
Sal Armoniach 5 and which for 
ſome time fhakes the Parts

IV. If it bappens to a Child, 
core to ſome years of djcretian, 


it is manifeſt, that it mabes it 
moe ſtupid after the Fit; and 
if the Fits be often, and return 
violently, they emtinus fludid, 
and ſoinetines becume frltſh : 
for the moſt ſeafible of then 
thus afflicted , when they come 
to themſelves ;, kaow not what 
has befil'a them ; nor ſcarcely 
coi-plain of any other thiag, 
than a dulne(s of the Head , or 
heavy Head-ach : unleſs during 
the Fit, fome Put ſhould be 
hurt by fulling dowa , which is 
afterwirds felt. 

V. From what h» been ſaid, 
it s manifeſt that this Diſeaſe 
afeTs the while Brain : for 
the Outward Senſes, and Ani- 
mz] M3tion are evideatly hurt ; 
ſo alſo the Inward Senſes, whea 
the Patient becomes ſtupid : 


'the Head alſo is aff:&ed, be- 


cauſe of that dull or heavy Pain 
ait-r the Fit; 

VI The Animal and Vital 
Spirits are alſ} afeted, and 
ſametimes hurt or changed , as be» 
ing made uns t1 perform the 
ofhc: of th: Intzrnal and Bxtere 

Bb 2 n 
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nal Senſes : For doubtleſs the 
Original of the Nerves is ſhaken, 
or .inordinately moved; b 
which means , the Animal Spt- 
rits are inordinately , and in 
greater plenty ſent forth into 
every Part; and being alſo: de- 
filed with an impure Volatil 
Acid, are ſo changed in their 
qualities, as to be made unfit 
to do their duty. 

VII. And this Unfitneſs re- 
mains ſo lonz, "till they are in 
ſome meaſure freed from the cauſe 
of their Irrezularity z; which is 
ſoon performed by the Spirit 
of Sal Armontach, and other 
like Volatil Spirits, which pierce 
the Brain: For they paſſing 
thro* the Noftrils, enter the 
Brain and Original of the 
Nervesz where joining them- 
ſelves with the illaffeted 
Animal Spirits , they free them 
from their Adverſary, and fo 
put a period to the Fit, From 
whence. it is evident, that all 
Volatil Alcali's are contrary 
to the Cauſe of the Falling- 
Sickneſs. 

_ VIII. And therefore from hence 
it is evident, that the Cauſe of 
the Epilepſy is a Volatil Acid , or 
acid Vaprurs and ſharp Humours, 
mmordivately irritating the Original 
of the Nerves , and hurting the 
Animal Spirits; as has been de- 
clared : which moſt commonly 
15 the Acid Juice of the Pan- 
creas , or any Acid thing taken 
inwardly , efferveſcing with 
Choler in the ſmall Guts, 


whence acid and ſharp Vapours 
ariſe; which aſcending up to 
the Brain, irritates the Original 
And this is 


of the Nerves ; 


the more confirm'd , becauſe it 
many times follows Gripings 
and Green Purgings , which 
proceed all from Acidities. 

IX. And it muſt neceſſarily be 
Volatil, as well as Acid and Shar; 
for- otherwiſe it could not ſo ſud- 
denly riſe up t» the Head , from 
the fartheſt parts of the Body; 
and there cauſe a diſorderly and 
violent Motion of the Spirits 
towards all the Muſcles; fo 
as to hurt all the External 
Senſes: making the Party fooliſh, 
and leaving an heavineſs 1n the 
Head behind it. 

X. And ſince there are but tw» 
forts of ſharp Salts, viz. Alca- 
liows and Acid , ( and from them 
a Mixt ) * and that it ss manifeſt 
that the Epilepſie is not cauſed 
from an Alcaliow Salt, but is 
cured by it, eſpecially if it be Vo- 
latil; C alths Fixed , and Ter- 
reows may alſa ſerve; as Coral, 
Pearls, Oyſter-ſhells, Crabs-Eyes, 
Crabs-claws , Chalk, (Fc. found 
out by long Experience : ) it is 
evident, that this Diſeaſe muſt 
be cauſed from Acid Volatil 
Spirits, aſcending up to the 
Brain, ? 

XI. It 4 alſo the Opinion of 
Sylvius , That theſe Acid Spirits 
have their Stupifying Qualit 
from Choler 5, and that being raiſed, 
they go thro the Latteal Veins 
to the Blood, and with it to the 
Brain ; where they dy in ſome 
meaſure irritate and burt , biting 
as it were the roots of the Mar- 
aw of the Back-bone : wheace 
the Spirits are carried more 
plenteouſly' to the Muſcles 3 
where , by their inordinate 


Motions , they at length (by 
a

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a continued Motion on each 
ſide of the Nerves) cauſe a Con- 
vulſion,and withal ſtupifying the 
Spirits, cauſe that infenfible- 
neſs during the Fit. 

XII. Now , ſince the Epilepſy 
in young Infants moſtly proceeds 
from the fault of the Mother, 
which may be accounted as the 
Procatartich Cauſe ;, it is neceſ- 
ſary therefore , that Breeding 
Women , eſpecially while with 
Child , ſhould abſtain from all 
ſuch things as breed Acidities; as 
Salleting , Citrons, Oranges, 
Limons,Unripe and Sowr Fruits, 
and Pickled Sawces of all binds. 
Alſo from all Salt Meats , Sowr 
Wines, hard and ſtale Beer, 
Butter-milk , Vinegar, &c. as 
alſo from Sorrow , Fear , oc. 
which make Acid the Juices : 
to theſe add alſo Sugar , much 
uſed in Milk or Pap, ( whe- 
ther taken by the Mother or 
Child ) becauſe it contains an 
admirable Acidity. 

XIIH. Now the Uſe of Volatil 
Alcali's temper, corre, and di- 
miniſh the Acid Humor , and may 
well 'be given to Mothers and 
Nurſes, eſpecially where their Diet 
has been faulty : and they may 
with much ſafety be given to 
Infants, in ſmall quantity, in 
Mint or Fennel Waters ; as alſo 
fixt Alcalis made of Coral, 
Pearl, Crabseyes , Terra Sigil- 
lata, &c. * frequently uſed in 
Pratice. 

XIV. And they ought to be given 
oft in a day, prepared only by Le- 


ſtone, all levigated 3 Bezoar- 
mineral, a. 3 j. mix them, aad 
give often, 4 gr. X. ad XX. Or 
more. Alto filings of Elks- 
claws , Harts-horns, horns and 
hoofs of Oxen, are of admira- 
ble uſe, given & g7. viij, ad xXx. 
becauſe they abound with 
Volatil-animal Salt. 

XV. Alf Volatil Salt of Blord, 
and of the Fleſh of Oxen, Sheop, 
Goats, Calves, hes, Vipers, &c. 
may be added to Aromatical 
Mixtures, and ſo given often 
in a day in ſmall quantities. 

X VI. The Clyſter of Turpentine 
and Milk, in Chap. 2. ſett. 8, 
aforegoing, may alſy be admini- 
fſtred; becauſe it is evident, that 
Milk fucks up Acidities into its 
own Body , above all other 
things. 

VIE. After this , the Hu- 
mours may be evacuated by Cath» 
artichs, Chaving been for a pretty 
while Corretted ) gtving one or 
two Grains of Diagredium 3 
which ſafely Purges Watery Hu- 
mours, and Choler alſo, tho 
few know it : or elſe you may 
Purge with Syrup of Roſes 50- 
lutive, or with Rhubarb aud 
Succory : And if this Purg:ng 
be uſed befure-hand , ere tic 
Epilepſy has ſeifed the Child, it 
many times totally prevents 1ts 
ever coming after. 

XVIIL And theſe Medicines, 
both CorrefFors and Purgeirs, (if 
by the uſe of them the Fits be 
removed _) muſt ſtill bs uſed and

And whatſoever ſome 
Perſons C unskilful in Art, and 
unlearned in Nature ) may ſay to 
the contrary, and ſpeak againſt 
Volatil Salts; yet our conſtant 
and daily Experience reproves 
them : and we farther ſay, that 
in this caſe they may be daily 
uſed, in ſmall quantity : and the 
Stupifying which procceds from 
Choler , cauſing a Stupidity of 
all the Senſes both inwards and 
outwards , 'it is correfted by 
giving fixt Terreous Alcali's, 
as Coral, Pearl , Oyſter-ſhells, 
Crabs-eyes, Terra Sigillata, An- 
ttmontum Diaphoreticum , Bezoar 
Minerale, &c. 

"XX, For, as the Veolatil Al- 
ealious ' Salts d» powerfully diſſi- 
pate thoſe hurtful Acad Vapours 
which aſcend to the Head , and 
matiy times cauſe Foalineſs, making 
the 'Senſes again more Vizorous : 
So the Fixed Alcali's drink up 
the 'Oily part of the Choler ia 
the Small Guts , aud abſorb the

'*XXE, If it comes from Frizhts, 
Corrupted Milk, Worms, hard

HH. He then ſays, That Choler 
thus changed in the Taundice, 
ſeems not to be increaſed in ſharp- 
neſs, becauſe neither Pain nor 
Pricking is felt in any Part of the 
Body, unleſs when it begins bo be 
Cured ;, but rather, that it is moſt 
intirely mixed with the Hujnours 
it meets with , both in the ſmat{ 
Gut, and in the Blood , or right 
Ventricle of the Heart ; and that 
fo as it is impoſſible to be ſepa- 
rated again from them 5 which 
is performed by an Efferve- 
ſcency , with ah Acid Humor 
in both places meeting with an 
Alcalious or Lixivious Humor ; 
and that Choler helps on this 
Efferveſcency by virtue of its 
Lixivious Salt , but very much 
allaied, to make the Efferve- 
ſcency. mild and friendly to 
Natare , atid not vehement in 
the Body ; which Allay comes 
from the Oilineſs and Fatneſs 
of Choler ; by reafoh of which, 
as making its Saltneſs dull , a 
fierce Efferveſcency iÞ one in 
healtticannot be obſetyed z as 
alſs. by means of its Volatil 
Spirit, which alſo u—_— it; 
and makes it mix 
Humours, 

IV. And alths he dies not 
think that the Stappage of Choler 
from paſſing into the ſmall Gut, 
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the Jaundice yet that it may often- 
times occaſion the Jaundice ;, for 
that by the ſtopping Choler in its 
natural motion to the Gut, Choler 
grows more Spirituous , by the 
greater acceſs of Spurttuoms Parts 
thither , and by the farther 
heightning of the Parts of 
which Choler is made ; and fg 
he thinks that the Jaundice may 
alſo be bred, without a ſtop- 
page of the paſſage of Choler 
into the ſmall Gut , by Cholets 
being made too Spirituous, of 
Volatiliz'd; and therefore unfit 
to make an Efferveſcency, bei 
not embodied,but confuſed wi 
the Blood, 

V. But that We are not of 
Sylvius's Opinion in this point, 
what we publiſhed in our Ana- 
tomicks about ſixteen years ſince, 
may plainly demonſtrate , the ſub- 
Fance of which we ſhall here 
deliver. In our Ars Anatomica 
we have ſufficiently proved, and 
that by demonſtrative Argu- 
ments , that there is no ſepara- 
tion of Choler from the Blood 
ia the Liver ; but that it i per- 

tually generated in the Gall- 
bladder it ſelf, only by a Lym- 
tick-juice , or viſcous ſweet 
ater , ſeparated from the 


. Blood in the Liver, and ſent 


into the Gall-bladder , thro' its 
proper Srainets. | 

VI. This, 1 ſay, being undeniably 
proved , we now come to ſhow the 
riſe of the Jaundice, and how that 
the affettion or diſaffettion of the 
Cholerick Humour, is not always 
the Cauſe thereof. It” was the 

iniona of Galen , and others 
of the Ancients , that it was 


eauſcd from the Regurgitating | ſelf 


of Choler, by reaſon of ſome 
Obſtruftion in the Cyſtick Paſ- 
ſage s Or Meats Hepaticus z or 
in beth, or in the Duttus Coms 
munis , by Stones , Phlegm, or 
lome viſcous and glutinous 
matter. 

VII. To which we anſwer, That 
by reaſon of the Valves [orking

epatics 15 without Valves, yet 
ſeldom in a Jaundice is either 
that Paſſage, or the Du#us Com- 
munis ſtopped 3 but for the moſt 
part they are found rather the 
wider. 

VIII. Beſides, if ſuch an Obſtru« 
Fon ſhould be ſuppoſed, neither 
could the Chylus be duely fer- 
menited 3 nor would the Perj- 
ftaltick Motion of the Guts be 
excited ; nor laſtly would the 
Blood be kept from Congelas 
tion. 

IX. If with Willis you ſuppoſe, 
that it is cauſed from the ſepg- 
ration of Choler from Blood in the 
Liver , not ſufficiently , or enough 
conveyed to the Gall, by reaſon of 
certain ObſtrufHons in that Vi- 
ſcus, whereby the whole Maſs of 
Blood ſhould be Contaminated : 
We anſwer, that we have al- 
ready proved, ( in Our 4rs 
Anatornuca , now ready for the 
Preſs, ) that there is no ſuch 

tion of Choler from the 

ood ; abd in the fame Book 
we have proved , that Chuler 
is generated of the Sanguine- 
ous Serofities of the Blood, 
in the very Gall-Bladder it 
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X. If with the Renowned Syl- 
vius de le Boe, you ſuppoſe it to 
be from the Vol ailizing of Choler, 
by a Spirit too Volatil; being 
Mentifully mized with it ; which 
he confirms by two Inſtances, 
viz. the Biting of a Viper, and 
the too much Drinking of 
Wine and Strong-waters, which 
many times cauſes the Jaun- 
dice. | 

Xf. To this we Anſwer , That 
the Biting of a Viper is no De- 
monſtration of any ſuch thing 3 
for ſo much as a perſon bit by 
a Viper, on the Hand, Leg, or 
Foot, ſhall in half an hours 
time or thereabouts be affeted 
with the Jaundice : of which 
we once ſaw a pregnant Exam- 
ple; and yet the Gall-juice not 
aftetted or difaffeted inthe leaſt 
meaſure. 

XIT. Nor can it be ſuppoſed, 
that the Venom or Poiſon of the 
Viper ſhould be fo particularly 
direted to the Gall, to work ſuch 
an Effet in ſo ſhort a time, as 
#0 diſtribute that heavy Juice ſo 
wniverſally over the while Body : 
much leſs do we think , that 
either the Drinking of Strong 
Liquors, or any Violent Exer- 
ciſe, ſhould any ways ſo opcrate 
upon the Cholerick Humour , 
as to Valatilize it, and ſo im- 
mediately diſperſe it uniyer- 
fally © over the. whole Humane 

ame, 

XIII If it ſhould be ſuppoſed 
fo ariſe from the foo liberal 
&ſpenſation of Choler by the Mea- 
tus Communis into the Jejunam, 
whereby it might over-power the 

lus : We Anſwer, That thu 
Fuuld- not be in the leaſt meaſure 


| any Cauſe of the Fanndice, (but 
rather of a Cholerich Flux : ) 
For as much as the La#eal Veins 
receive 1n, only the pure 
Chyle , mixed only with fo 
much Choler as might ferve the 
Intentions of Nature, of which 
we have before ſpoken, becauſe 
the Chyls is neither coloured 
yellow in the Lateal Veins, 
nor found to be bitter in taſt ; 
atho' it be both exceeding 
yellow, and very bitter in the 
Fejunum. 

XIV. It may then be demanded 
of us , What that is, which'we 
will aſſizn to be the Cauſe there- 
of * Truly , we ſuppoſe it may 
ariſe fom ether of two Cauſes : 
The one is from the Obſtruttion 
of the Meatus Hepaticis , the 
Duftus Cyſticis being open + For 
by this means, the Choter ge- 
nerated in the faid Hepatich 
Dus , may poſſibly regurgi- 
tate , ( there being no Valves 1n 
that Veſſel to hinder it,) and 
thereby become mixed; with 
the Blood ; by which means, it 
may in a ſhort time be conveyed 
over the whole Body : 
whereas this Paſſage 15 com- 
monly large , fo it 1s ſeldom 
obſtructed ; and therefore, tha' 
the Diſcaſe may ſometimes 

ofſibly ſpring , yet very rarce 
y has it its riſe from that 
Cauſe. 

XV, The other Cauſe, (which 
without doubt is not only more 
| Uſual , but alſo more Rattonal,) 
is the Volatilrzmeg, or ( as it were 
the Sublimmy of part z the Armori- 
ack or Animab Salt of Man's Bod); 
which may be* done by the 


enraged Spirit of Venemous 
, 
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Beaſts; or by the power of 
Poiſon 3 or from the exceeding 
Heating of the whole Body, 
either by long and immeaſurable 
Drinking of Hot Liquers , or 
from Violent Exerciſe, or from 
Fevers. 

XVI. By means whereof , the 
Univerſal Habit comes to be 
inflamed , the Spirit Vehemently 
agitated ; and thereby the Volatil 
Saline Principls to be moved out 
of its place + This Salt, by 
the extream Heat of the Parts, 
and violent Motion of the Spi- 
rit, is carried out of its Domi- 
ci], into all the Extcriour Parts ; 
and from thence would fly 
away ; but meeting with the 
cool viſcous jufce of the Cutis,is 
there ſtopt ; and being diſld- 
ved, and mixt with the Cuta- 
neous Humidities , excites that 
Yellow Colour. 

XYIk And this is ſo much 
the more probable z for as much as 
this Armontack or Animal Salt 
is diſtributed with the Blond, thro 
the whole Body of Man : fo that 
in performing of ſo ſudden 
and great a Change, it ſeems 
not dithcult ; by reaſon of the 
Proximity of the ſaid Salt to 
the Catis or Exteriour Parts, 

XVIII. And this is ſo much 
the mare eaſy to be believed, be- 
cauſe the Diſeaſe dwes oftentimes 
ſo ſaddenly ſeize upon a Man, who 
( toall appearance) is in perfe& 
health; as in the ſpace of an 
hour, half an hour, or leſs, with 
which we have ſometimes beheld. 

XIX., And one ſpectal Example 
we remember of a Man, who 
(C being in appearance in perfett 
bealth ) ran a Race of about three 


quarters of an hour lng ; who, 
at the end of the Race, was all 
over as yellow, as if he had been 
dipt in Saffron 3 not ſo muci1 as 
the Nails of his Fingers or Toes 
excepted, 

XX. I hope none can imagin, 
that this colour came from toe 
Diſtr ibation of Choler over the 
ſuperficizs of the Shm : But in 
theſe caſes, 'tis poſſible, there 
may be a prediſpoſition of the 
Conſtitution of the Body, to fo 
notable a Mutation or Change : 
And the ſame thing may come 
to paſs, from the Biting of a 
Viper, or immoderate Drinking 
of Hot Liquors, or the violence 
of Burning Feversz tho' not 
to all perſons alike, for want cf 
ſuch a prediſpoſition. 

XXI. Now that we may make 
this Opinion ſeem more than Praba= 


Reaſms inducing us thereunto, 
Firſt, The almoſt impoſſoilicy, 
that the thick , clammy, and glu- 
tinous ſubſtance of Choler, ſhould 
be diſperſed from its Rvceptacles 
in ſo ſhort a time, to all the 
ſuperficial Parts of the Body; 
yea preſuppotiing, Sylvizzs his 
Volatilizing thereof. 

XXII. Secondly , The Proxi- 
mity of this Volatil Animal Salt 
to the Cutis 3 the whole ſuperficial 
part of the Body , as well as the 
internal parts, being replenijhed 
therewith : from which nearueſs 
to the Skin , not only the poſ- 
ſibility, but alſo probability of 
the Argument, ſcems to be con» 
firmed. 

XXII. Thirdly , Toe nature 
of all Armoniach _ or Animal 
Salts, is , of thenifel'ves to Sub-

XXV. 4 Solution of Salt of 
Tartar. in fair Water, mixt with 
a Solution of Sublimate 1n. fair 
Water, gives ( altho' both the S0-

Orange awney Colour : And Spi- 
rit of Nitre changes the whole 
ſubſtance of the Cork which 
ſtops the Bottle, into a perfe&t 
Yellow colour. 

XXVI, And with Armoniach 
Salts in proper Liquors, we have 
made many Colours to appear 5, 4s 
Yellow , Black, Green , Tawney, 
Purple, &c. From whence is 
apparent , the poſſibility that 
a Fit Salt ( ſeizing upon, and 
being diffalved with the Cutz- 
neous-juice ) ſhould excite the 
Faundice, whether yellow, black, 
ar green , ( of which laſt colour 
we have had fix ſeveral Pa- 
tients 3) and he the cauſe of 
pwrple-ſpots in the Spotted- 
Fever ; 425 alſo be the cauſe of 
many other ſudden and great 
mutations or changes in the Bo- 
dies of Humane kind. 

XXVII. Out of what has hean 
ſaid, it may eafily he deduced, That 
the Cure conſiſts, 1.

3, In expelling the Yellowneſs 
out of the Skin and other 
parts. 

XN VIII. The Reftoring of the 
loft Animgl Salt, is done by giving 
Alcaliows Salts, whether Fixed 
x Valatil : for the fixt Salt gi- 
ven inwardly, by joining with 
the xemaigning Animal Salt in 
the Blood, Humars,&c.becomey 
Yolatil , and is tranſmuted into

XXIX. For this purpaſe there»

It is a Diſeaſe unkbnown to 
the Ancients , and firſt (as far as 
IT can learn) obſerved and taken 
mtice of- in England 3 for which 
reaſon it has been called,by ſome 
the Engliſh Diſeaſe. 

IL. It has been obſerved only to 
ai Children, and is defined 
by Sylvixs to be an irregular 
and uncqual Nouriſhment of the 
Parts of the Body. 

IV. Its Original is (from 0b- 
ftrutions ) cauſed through cold , 
mnt, and clammy matter , by 
which the motion of the Sparits 1s 
hurt : it ſeizes firſt upon the 
Nerves, then upon all the Mem- 
branes - and fibrous Parts, in 

which thoſe Nerves are carried 
aloag, till at laſt it affet&ts the 
Bones themſelves. 

V. Hence follow the Signs, 
which are an unuſual greatneſs of 
the Head , being bizger than 1!

4 General Atrophia i 
conſidered as it has r to Fat- 
ow 3 Or, to the muſculous Fleſh 
of the Body : As it has relation 
#0 Fatnefi, it is when Fat is only 
conſumed and . not reſtored, 
which is called Leanneſs, of 
which we have ſpoken in the 
former Chapter. 

VIE. As it has relation to the 
Fleſh being Conſumed or Waſted , 
ana not Reſtored, it is called Pi- 
ning, of which we are now a c0-' 
ming to Treat : This Pining, if 
it continues long, and grows ex- 
tream, waſts both Fat and Fleſh 
too, but there are ſome whoſe 


VIII. The Cauſe of Pining which 
fome ſeek for in the Defelt of Ra- 
dical Moiſture or Innate Heat, # 
am of Opinion ought to be ſought 
for elſewhere, te wit, 1. In the 
Blood. 2. In the Humors. 3. 
In the Viſcera, or ſeveral Parts 
of the Body. 

IX, The Blo4 is in fault, when 
it is deficient either in Quantity, 
when there is not enoagh to nouriſh 
the Body : 1. When much Hun- 
ger has gone before, or want of 
convenient Food, 2. Where 
there has been long Watchings, 
vehement Cares,violent Motions 
and Exerciſes of the Body, or 
ſuffered by too great or long 
Heat ofthe Air. 3. Where there 
has been too great an Effuſion 
of Blood by Wounds, Spitting 
or Piſſing of Blood, Bloody 
Flux, orby any other means. 

X. Or in Quality, when it is 
depraved, as being thicker or thin- 
ner, Salt or Acid, Viſcous or Puru- 
lent, or mixed more than if ſhould 
be with various Humors : and this 
vitious wr 4 it acquires after 
great Diſeaſes and Symptoms 3 
alſo an evil Courſe of Diet , 
Heats and Colds,Surfeits, Fevers, 
which ſo much vitiate the Blood, 
as to make it unfit to nouriſh 
the Body. 

XI. The Humours are in fault, 
I. When they are too much mixed 
with the Blood. 2. When they 
are thicker or thinner than they 
ſhould be. 3. When they are re- 
pleat with Acidities, or become 
Acrimoniouws. 

XII. The Viſcera are in Fauls 
when their Subſtance are greater 
or leſſer than they ſhould be, and

their Veſſels ed, - or made 
heir Vf ified, or made 
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larger or ſftrajter than Nature juſt- 
Iy requires :+ The two great Mag- 
nitude 1s = the —_— 
being heaped up too plentifully, 
So others are deprived of 
their due proportion ;. the di- 
minution is from want of that 
Nouriſhment, which is occaſion- 
cd either from ObſtruQion, or 
the Vitious Quality of the Blood 
and Humours : And Obſtruction 
is cauſed from an Acidity of 
the Blood and Juices, from 
whence is bred a viſcous Flegm, 
which fills all their Paſſages, and 


makes them ſtraiter than they 
ought to be. 

XIII. In an extream Pining, 
beſides the Hippocratical Face,

XIV. As to the Prognoſtich 
Part, it is certain that a Ping, 
eſpeci.ully after it has continued for 
ſome time, is hard to Cure, and 
many times incurable; though 1n 
the beginning it is eaſily re- 
moved 5 for as it generally pr 
ceeds from Obſtruttions, which 
hinder the Nutriment from be- 
ing conveyed by or through the 
ſeveral Conduits, to the —_— 
tive Parts' of the Body; fo if 
thole Obftruftions be of long 
ſtanding and become confirm'd, 
it is not_eaſie to looſen that 
Viſcous Matter, and open them. 

XV. As to the Cure, if it pro- 
ceeds from a defett or want of 
Blood, that is repaired by amend- 
og or removing every Cauſe 
of that Defe&, and moderate- 
ly uſing ſuch Food as is very 
nouriſhing, and cafie of Dige- 
ſtion. 

X'VI. If it proceeds from a Vi- 
thus Quality of the Blood, as be- 
ing to9 thick , tt muſt be amended 
by ſuch things as moiſten much, 

withal ſweeten ; as Alcaltzs, 
fo reſolve withal, the Congela- 
tron, ſo much as it is : If it be 
too thin, or too much rarefied, 
you muſt give things which 
thicken and in ſome meaſure fix 
it, of which kind are acid Spi- 
rits and Salts, as Spirits of Salt, 
Sulphur, Vitriol, Alum, Tartar 
Vitriolate, Nitre Vitriolate, oc. 
If it be impure by corrupt Hu- 
mours mixt with it, it muſt be 
cleanſed by gentle Diureticks. 
XVII. If the Humours be in 
fault, as abounding too much, they 
onghs to be evacuated by . gentle 
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Cathartichs; -if too thick , they 
ought to be altered . with 1nc1-

XVIII. If it be from fautt of 
the Viſcera, though there be many 
Cauſes -which mabe them err from 
their natural State, as me have 
intimated, at Se. 1. above , 
yet the chief of all in. Infants, is 
Obſtruftion, occaſinnet partly 
through the depraved State of 
the Blood, and Yiſcolity of Hu- 
mours © ſuperabounding , from 
whence it. conies to-paſs, that 
the.

If. Or from diſeaſed Effluxes 

which break forth either from them 
or « their Parts, the Eyes eſpecially, 
and are transferred to them; ffom 
whence comes ſometimes bleared- 
neſs of the Eyes, and ſometimes 
Pinings and Waſtings of the 
whole Body, which many times 
ſoalters it, as if it was not- the 
fame Creature, cauſing various 
and fooliſh Actions, in ſo much 
as many have called their Chil- 
dren Changlings, the Altera- 
tion of their qutward form, as 
well as of the Mind, has been ſo 
great, 
. HI. Among the things Tradi- 
#tonally delivered, as preſervatives

IV. Lzvinus Lemnius in his 
Hiſtory of the Wonders of Nature, 
has many Preſcriptions, among 6- 
thers he wiſhes to wear Coral, 
Lapis Amianthes, Grains of Paris, 
Peony and Rug, to defend from 
Witchcraft. 

V. Matthiolus ſaith, That the 
Seed of Herb Paris, or True Love, 
being takben A j. at a time, and 
continued to b2 drunk for twenty 
Days, - cures Diſeaſes by Faſci- 
nation ; and reſtores thoſe that 
have loſt their Underſtanding : 
And of the ſame Opinion was 
Lobel, being uſed with Pepper 
and White Wine.

It is a Diſeaſe of the Brain, 
ſuddenly depriving the whole Body 
of Senſe and Motion ;, 'tis cauſed 
from cold groſs Flegm, filling 
the Brain and Ventricles there- 
of, as alſo the Arteries of the 
Rete Mirabile, thereby ſtopping 
the Spirits paſſage, from the 
Heart to the ſaid Ventricles. .. 

HI. *Tis known from fbarp 
pains in the Head, gnawing of the 
Teeth, ſlzep very deep, ſo that the 
Sick neither opens bis Eyes, an- 
fwers nor feels when he is hurt, 
little Urine, and like Ruſt or 
Canker, its Sediment like Meal ; 
they lie ſnoaring, and breath ſo 
as it can hardly be perceived. 

IV. It is diſtinguiſhed from 


* Carus and Lethargy, becauſe it is 


without a Fever : Fom Syncope 
and Suffocation of the Womb,

the breathing is violent, there is 
a ſrorting, and a little foam or

T. YT is called in Gre? "Y Seox- 

carr in Latin, Hydro- 
cephalus ; in Engliſh, a Droptic 
of the Head, 

IE. It is a watery ſwellirgof the 
Head. It ariſes from a colle&i- 
on of ſerous or watery Humors, 
in ſome part or other of the 
Members which conſtitute the 
Head. 

III. This Humour is ſometimes 
dreggy, and ſometimes bloody : Tt 
1s ſo apparent, that it needs no 
Signs, for it may be known by 
fight : And it more commonly 
afficts Infants, than Perſons of 
elder years. 

IV. The differences ariſe from 
the ſituation of the Humour. 1. One 
kind js = a Water ſticking be- 
tween the Shin and Pericranium, 
and then the _— 15 ſoft, 
tranſparent by Candlelight, void 
of pain, yields to the touch, and 
1mmediately riſes up again, and 
when prefied,fhews a fluftuating 
of Water. 

V. 2. Another kind is form Wa- 
ter lying between the Pericranium 
and Cranium, or Sbull; this is 
known from the pain thereof. 

VI. 3. Another kind is for: 
Water gathered together between 
the Cranium or Shulf, and the 
Membranes., In this the ſwel- 
ling 1s much harder, and pain 


greater, and the Forehead ſwells 


—

I. TT is called in Greeh, 'Oz9aa- 

uie.* in Latin, Ophthalmia, 
Lippitudo, Inflammatio Oculo- 
rum; in Enzliſh, Inflammation 
or Blood-ſhot in the Eyes. 

IT. Ophthalmia, Inflammation 

of the Adnata Tunicle of the Eyes, 
# that which us called by ſome Blood- 
ſhoot: Tis evident by the 
Sight. 
LL. *Tis cauſed from DefluFions 
through great Grief, Heat, Blows, 
or ſharp Humours : Or from a 
ſharp Blood diſtending the 
imall Veins of the Eyes : "Tis 
known by pain , redneſs, and 
Howing forth of the Tears. 

IV. Sometimes the Blood is 
mix'd with other Humors, by 
which the pain is increaſed. 

V. The differences of an Ophthal- 
my are Eight-fold : 1. A true and 

enuine, which proceeds either 
rom heat or cold. 

VI. A Perturbation of the Eyes, 
called Taraxis, where the Eyes 
only appear hot, and have a cer- 
tun redneſs, without many tears. 

* VII. This ts cauſed either from 
the heat of the Sun, or Fire; or 
from a pain of the Head; or 
from Wind, Smoak, anda Duſt ; 
or from a Blow or Fall; or from 
the ſtinging of a Bbc, Waſp, or 
Horget. 

VIM. That where the Eye-lids 
are as it were inverted, and tur- 
ned the in-fide outward, called 
Chemoſis.

at certain intervals of time. 
X, Miſt, with many Tears. 
XI. That which 1s dry, with a 


: hardneſs of the Eye-lid, a ſmall flux

That which 1s dry, with- 
out any Swelling or Tears, and-but 
only redneſs and itching, which 
is called Xerophthalmia. 

XIII. That which has only 2 
redneſs and hardneſs of the Ey2-lid, 
without any itching or tears, 
which is called Sclerophthalmia.

'Tis cauſed by Obſtru#ion 
or Adſtrifion of the Optich Nerves 
through Humidity , thereby hin- 
dering the Animal Spirits. 

IV. - Proceeding from Obſtruti- 
on of the Optich Nerves, it is for the 
moſt part incurable : But 1f the 


ſing only a diminution 6f Sight, 
but not Blindneſs; or if the 
Sight be not totally extin@,there 
is lome hopes of Cure. 

V. If it comes by Humours ga 
thered into the fore part of the 
Head, compreſſing the Nerves, 
it is curable. . 

VI. Hildanus (ſpeaking of an 
Amaurofis, Cent. $. Obſerv. 19.) 
ſaith, That a certain Man after a 
flrong Vomit loſt his Sight, and 
that he cured him with giving him 
the ſame Medicine again: For 
then the Humours being much

in Latin, Phthiſis.z in Eng- 
biſþ, the Phthifick, Ulcer of the 
Lungs, or Conſumption of the 
Lungs. 

It. Phthifis, An Ulcer of the 
Lungs, commonly called a Phthi- 
ſick, is a Conſumption of the 
nouriſhing Fuice, by means of an 
Ulcer in the Lungs, cauſed by a 
ſharp *corroding Matter and 
Cough. 

ILL. The part affeFed is moſtly 
the Lungs, which being increaſed 
and waxing every day worſe and 
worſe, . the Stomach , Pancreas 
and milkly Glaudules of the Me- 
ſentery do alſo ſuffer. 

IV. The Cauſe is from, 1.Cru- 
aities in the Stomach; 2. The 
pancreatich Juice, mixing it ſelf 
with Choler in too great a quan- 
tity : For which Reaſon the 
Chyle being as it were curdled, 
the thicker part of it cannot be 
percolated, through the milky 
Glandulcs 0f the Mcſentery. 

V. 3. Tois thicker pare of the 
Chile nt percaluied, flicking to 


the Glandules, hardens them fa 
that none but the ſerous part there- 
of can come to the Heart by the 
Thoracical duttus, by which oc- 
cafion, the Humours are made 
every day more ſharp, which 
ſharpneſs in time gnaws the Veſ- 
ſels aſfunder. 

VI. 4. From a ſalt, ſharp Ca- 
tarrh, falling from the Head upon 
the Lungs ;, from whence the Or- 
bicular and Stnuous - little Blad- 
ders of the Lungs ( lately found 
out by the famous Malprghias ) 
are filled with a Lympha thicker 
than ordinary, caufting a Cough 
and difficulty of breathing.

Another, from Contagiong, 
viz. from the breadth of the Phthi- 
fical, which generates this Diſ- 
eaſe in perſons perfettly well: To 
this add that of the Sea Hare, 
viz, the ſmell thereof which 
corrodes and eats through. the 
Lungs, by its ſpecifick poiſonous 
Quality. 

XII. 2. From the Continuance. 
One zs Recent and but newly be- 
gun, 1n which the Symptoms are 
not ſo violent.

Ulcer is kept from healing.

'Tis known by a Swelling 
in the right Hypochonder , ſticking 
out as it were towards the fore 
parts, and girding the middle, by 
which it is diſtinguiſhed from a 
pain in the left Kidney, which

IV, Theretis a continual Feaver 
obſerving the time of a Quartan, 
difficulty of breathing from the 
compreſſion of the Midriff, with a 
pulſation or palpitation of that 
ide, becauſe of the Arteries 
with which it abounds. 

V. The Cauſe is Bloed, as afore- 


which is to be diſcerned by 
their proper ſigns. 

VI. The Differences are, 1. From 
the place, poſſeſſing only a part ; or 
the whol: Spleen, and then the 
Tumor is not only much greater, 
but the Symptoms alſo more ve- 
hement.

Tou need not be fo care- 
ful in the uſe of Aſtringents out- 
wardly , becauſe the Spleen 1s 
not ſo noble a part, and needs 
leſs ſtrengthening, | 

XIV. If it has been of any con- 
tinuance, you muſt come the uſe of 
Mineral Acids , which carry off 
the morbifick Matter by Urine ; 
as Spirits- or Oils of Salt, Sul- 
phur, Vitriol, Alum, os Nitre, 
lo many Drops being put into 
all their Drink, as to make it 
pleaſantly ſharp, and to grink 
nothing. without ſome ane of 
them. 
XV, We in particular commend 
Our Spiritus Aperiens , which 
has an admirable effeF, and cools, 
allaying the febritich Heat to a 
wonder ; and ſo much the more, 
if it happens in a ſcorbutick 


XVI. But if it be accompanied 
with a Colick, or Wind, Griping 
of the Guts, or the libe, then Our 
Spiritus Anticolicus is to be pre- 
ferred ; for that not only opens, 
carries off the morbifck Cauſe 
by Urine, and cools the febri- 
tick Heat, but it gives preſent 
eaſe in the Gripes, and ſuch 
Pains as proceed _ Ventoiity, 
becauſe it diflolyes the tartarous 
or viſcous Matter which cauics 
them.

IX. And the reaſon #, becauſe

Il. They are ſmall red Puſiles 
breaking forth upon the Skin, with 
a continual Fever, cauſed by the 
expulſive Faculty, and a pecu- 
liar Ebulition, or fermentation 
of the Blood, 

ITE. They .commonly aftidt the 
whole Brdy from Head to Foot, 
and are accompanied with all the 
Symptoms of a. continual Fever, 
ariſing from a Cholerick Matter 
reſtrained, and a certain Impu- 
rity #1 the Mothers Blood.

Warts, ſome bigger, ſome lefler. 
IV. But Signs of the Diſeaſe at 
hand, are, a pain in the Head 
with a pulſation of the Forehead 
and Temples, great ſleepineſs 
and terrour in Sleep, dithculty 
in Breathing, heat, redneſs, and

lentia; in Engliſh, the Plague or 
Peſtilence. 

IT. Itis a continual malignant 
burning Fever, proceeding of Pits 
trifation : They who are infet- 
ed,are cold without, hot within, 
are heay, weary, and lumpitſh ; 
have great Pain in the Head, 
Careleſneſs and Sadneſs of the 
Mind, with Sleepineſs, loſs of 
Appetite, Thirft, Vomiting, Bit- 
terneſs and Drineſs of the 
Mouth, Pulſe frequent, ſmall and 
deep, Urine thick and ſtinking, 
with Buboes behind the Ears, 
under the Armholes, or in the 
Groin;z or Carbuncles, or blew, 
reddiſh, black or livid Spots. 

ITE. In the height of the Diſ- 
eaſe, there is a manifeſt and vio-

IX, Hence appears the Error of 
many Phyſtians, who preſaged Life 
to their Patients, becauſe of the 
abſence or gentleneſs of the Febri- 
tick Symptoms, when Death was 
at theDor z the Patient ſeeming 
well, talking heartily, and to 
appet.ance, ailing nothing, yet 
within two or three hours after,

X. All which I can affirm from 
enine own Experience, who was an 
Eye-witneſs hereof, during the whole 
Laſt great Plaguein London, Anno 
166 5, in which died more than an 
Hundred thouſand, and ſometimes 
between Eight and Nine thouſand 
a Week, My conſtant viſiting 
and viewing.the Sick, cyen ſome 
Thouſands of them, throughthe 
whole courſe of that Plague, has 
griven-me a more experimental 
knowledge of that Diſeaſe, than 
all that eyer I learned from any 
Author or Tutor whatſoever. 

_ Nl. The three Symptoms of Ma- 
Iignity before named, cbiefly the 
laſt, declare the malignant, ve- 
nomous and contagious Quality 
to be in the higheſt degree.
